Seven Highbinders Raid 
a Chinese Merchant's 
Store. 



THE OCCVFAXTS BEATEK. 



After Binding and Gagging 
Their Victimsthe Robbers 
Ransack the Place. 



FIVE OF THE THUGS JS JAIL. 



The 'Sheriff and His Deputies Trail 

the Men and Capture Them After 
Shooting One in the Leg. 



ArBrRN, Cal., April .S.— Five Chinese 
thugs are in jail here, one with a bullet 
wound in his leg. and olfii ersare searching 
for two others of a band of seven high- 
biiiiiers who raided a Chinese store at 
Dutch Flat last night, knocked down and 
clubbed and stabbed the proprietor and his 
son and fled with $1700 and a lot of opium. 

At U o'clock last night Yee Sang, a 
Chinese merchant, with his son and 
another Chinaman were sitting in the 
former's store at Dutch Flat, when seven 
Chinamen entered and fiercely assaulted 
the occupants with knives, clubs and iron 
bars. They knocked them down, gagged 
and bound them and then leisurely over- 
hauled the contents of the store. In the 
safe and money drawer was .$1700, which 
they appropriated, and to ttiis plunder 
they added a miscellaneous assortment of 
goods, including a lot of opium. Tee Sang 
was badly cut about the head and arms. 

The first news of the robbery came to 
Sheriff Conroy this morning in the follow- 
ing dispatch :

$20()U. One cup! u red and tlie rest is at large. 

Sheriff Conroy left immediately for 
Dutch Flat, leaving Deputy Mitchell to 
guard the trains at Auburn, and word was 
sent the various deputies along the railroad . 

Subsequently Deputies Mitchell, Schwal- 
lenberg, \Valdo and Bobo went to Rock 
Creek and the Chinamen were discovered 
bidden in the chaparral. One was cap- 
tured and brought to town by Mitchell. 
Waldo gave chase to another, and finally 
brought him down with a bulletin the leg. 

Mitchell, accompanied by Deputy De- 
pendener, who has just returned from 
Stockton, and by Bobo, Schwallenberg and 
Waldo, returned to the chase and two 
more Chinese were caught before dark. 

Sharilf Conroy uiived at Dntdl Rat en 
Itn early fieightt and tracing the robbers 
tiiis way, fonnd one near CoUaz, and put- 
ting his prisoner in a buggy, drove to this 
city. To-night, at 7:40, a Chinaman, hat- 
less and breathless, arrived in this town- 
He was evidently one of the highbinders, 
ami Defiiity Sheriff Walsh arri->ied him 
and put him in jail with his four com- 
panions. 

All ttie prisoners are well dressed, and 
are without doubt highbinders. One of 
the ( hinese had $200 in coin, another had 
$100 in gold dust and four watches, and in 
the brush where the Chinese had been in 
hiding the officers fotind |400 worth of 
opium. 

The fugitives were traced throngh in- 
formation given to the Sbeiiff by W. Baker 
of Applegate. He was in the Sheriff's 
office when the news of the robbery at 
Dutch Flatcame. He then told ot having 
taken five Chinamen to Bowman station 
in his wagon this morning. The Chinese, 
he said, were extremely free with money, 
and paid him liberally for his services. 

On this clew the chase began that re- 
sulted iu the capture of five of the high- 
binders. Two mora am still at large, but 
may be captured soon. 



STOCKTimWELLING 

Citizens Active in Securing 
Cash and Rights of Way for 
the Valley Road. 



Even the Ladles Are Subscribing for 
Stock and Engaging In Promot- 
ing the Enterpclso. 



STOCKTON, Cal., April 6.— Stockton 
held a rousing reception to-night to swell 
the fund for the purchase of rights of way 

and terminals for the valley road and 
$30,000 were secured in addition to the 
money on hand for the cash fund. 

The ladies were out in force and took 
Interest in the work, several of them sub- 
scribing for stock in the new road. Twenty- 
eight shares of stock were taken by the 



ladies while their hnsbluids were snbscnb- 
ing to the cash fund. 

President Bnell of the Commercial As- 
sociation reported that an agent sent out 
among the farmers to secure rights of way 
for the road from Stockton to the Stanis- 
laus River had just returned. 

He had been splendidly treated, having 
secured the right of way the entire dis- 
tance, save from one man. That one will 
drop into line before he sees the last of the 
committees of business men working in 
this enterprise. The work is in good 
shape. 

Tatlort Aecnfed of Perjury. 

April .'k— M. Bernstein, 
proprietor of a tailoring store, and A. P. 
Slioeu, his clerft, were to-day charged with 
perjury by ('. Bailey, whe accuses them of 
having sworn falsely in a civil suit. 

Bailey owed Bernstein $30 on a suit of 
clothes and gave him a promissory note 
for ilie amonnt The ^note was lost and 
Bernstein sued, he and bis clerk swearing 
that it was due on March 25, while Bailey 
swore it was to be paid in $10 monthly in- 
stallments. Bernstein got judgment. He 
claims the prosecution is dne to malice. 



SEAHLE EDITOB'S DEATH. 



George H. Heiibron Striclcen 
With Apopie)qr in His 
Bathroom. 



He Was One of the Leading Citizens 
of That City, a Banker and 
Newsp<4>e^ Proprietor. 



SEATTLE, Wash., April 5.— OeorgeH. 
Heiibron, part owner and editor of the 
Post-Intelligencer, and manager of the 
Guarantee Loan and Trust Company, was 
found dead in the bathroom of his resi- 
dence at 9 o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Heiibron arose at about 8 o'clock in 
order to attend a meeting ol the directors 
of the Guarantee Company, which was to 
be held in the morning. He took the 
morning paper and entered the bathroom, 
as was his custom. After preparing the 
breakfast and waiting some little time for 
Mr. Heiibron to appear the servant 
knocked at the door, and, obtaining no re- 
sponse, entered the bathroom. She ' fotmd 
that Mr. Heiibron was dead. A physician 
was summoned, who said that death was 
due to apoplexy. This was confirmed by 
the autopsy subsequently held. 

Mr. Heiibron was born in Boston, No- 
vember :;. 150.1. wa^ graduated from Har- 
vard in lSt-3, entered the Boston Univer- 
sity Law School and was graduated in 
!*«?<;. He arrived in Seattle in April. 1887, 
and was one of the organizers of the Guar- 
antee Loan and Trust Company. He was 
a prominent Republican leader and stock- 
holder in many corporations. Mr. Heii- 
bron was married in January, 1886, to Miss 
Adelaide Piper of Boston. He leaves a 
widow and two children, a boy and a girl. 

Mr. Heiibron had $147,000 insnnnee on 
his life. He had four policies aggregating 
$KMJ,WiO i!. t\»- Mutual ;.;fe of New York, 
$40,0<l0 in the Kviuifable Life and $700() in 
secret societies, chiefly in the lioval Arca- 
num. His estate is supposed to be worth 
$,50,CiOO to $tiO,000, and his business affairs 
were in good shape. 



FIGHT NEAR PENDLETON. 



Encounter Between a Posse 
and Two Horsethieves in 
Oregon. 



Tha Desperadoes Shoot Until Otit 
of Ammunition and ' Than 
Surrender. . 



FENDLBTON, Ob., April 5.— After a 
long and ezdting chase a posse has cap- 
tured the Parr boys and brought them to 
Pendleton. They were arraigned on 
charges of horse-stealing and assault with 
intent to kill. 

Sheriff Houser, with Indian Agent Har- 
per, put Indian policemen on the trail of 
the Parrs, and for two days they made a 
search. Last night they traced them to 
the Boriper place on the reservation. As 
the posse approached the Parrs hurried 
out, mounted tlieir horses and made for 
the mountains. The chase was kept up 
until the deep canyons of the Blue Moun- 
tains were reached, when the fugitives 
abandoned their horses and continued their 
flight afoot The posse pressed on, and 
when the distance between them was not 
more than 100 feet the Parr boys turned 
at V'ay, drew their revolvers and emptied 
them .It the officers. In the fiuillade no 
one was injured, and when the chaml)ers 
of the pistols d the horsethieves had ail 
been emptied they snrrendered.

SAN JOSE, Cai,., April 5.— There was a 
heavy and severe frost here last night. It 
appears that the frost was quite general 
throughout the valley. Wherever it fell 
apricots are said to have been killed.

Rendering of a Decision That Is 
Partially In Favor of 
Mrs. Barron.. 



PAN .TOSB, Cal., April 6.— The Barron 

case was up before Judge Reynolds this 
morning to hear the objections of (ieorge 
Barron, the contestant, to the allowance of 
the executrix's second annual account. 
H. V. Morehouse appeared for George 
Barron and W. h. OiU and J. G. McB^nstry 
for the widow. 

Mrs. Barron was pnt on the stand and 
examined as to the services of 8. G. Mur- 
phy, who has been drawing |500 
per month as agent of the estate. 
She said his services consisted of 
the collection of the rents. Murphy 
on being questioned saiil he had acted as 
Mrs. Barron's a_L'ent sinc«) May hi, lH'.il. 
Under her sujiervi^iou he collected rents 
and kept the property in repair, atteiule<l 
to leases and helil him -elf in readiness to 
be CLilh'd niii'ii at anytime, lie said he 
had made many loans' for the estate on 
which he bad charged no commission. lie 
estimated the personal property to be 
worth from $350,000 to $400,000. 

Mr. Morebotise objected to the item of 
$2500 paid to E. 8. ^Isbniy as a retainer 
to defend the estate in the petition of the 
colored claimant for a partial distribution, 
as Judge McKinstry was paid $10,000ayear 
to attend to the probate of the case and ha 
should have taken charge of the matter. 

Judge Reynolds held that it was a legal 
charge, and the execitri.'C had the right to 
pay the retainer, as the jielition was a dis- 
tinct and separate action. As to the ques- 
tion of excessiveness counsel made no mo- 
tion and on that score the court would not 
pass. Jtidge Reynolds said the retainer 
did not depend upon the size of the suit, 
and the question of the value of the ser- 
vices could not be determined imtil the ser- 
vices were completed. The propriety of the 
charges of Mr. Mtirt>hyfor services would 
not be passed on, as it was a rule to attend 
the matt.?r of compensationaandcommis- 
sii.>ns when the final acconntof the execu- 
trix hiid been rendered. 

Some hills for taking dej>ositions in the 
will contest were allowed. 

The hearing on the petition of George 
Karron to have the family allowance re- 
duced from $2800 to $1000 per month was 
by consent continued two weeks. 

On the calling of the calendar in Judge 
Lorigan's conrt tOKlay, Mr. Mofehonse, 
attorney for George Barron, the contest- 
ant, was allowed five days additional time 
in which to amend the contestant's costs 
bill, and the matter was continued until 
next Friday. The motion to set aside the 
order staying the execution, under the ver- 
dict renaered March 7, was denied.

Tema Indian Graves Beveat TkHt 
airange Cuatom of Burtetl^ 
SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., April 8.— 

The discovery of an old hidden burying- 
gronnd near this city yesterday revealed a 
strange custom which the Indians who 
once inhabited this valley practiced toward 
the dead. The bodies weredonbled np and 
interred in short grave*. 

Some hoys hunting for grouse among the 
sagewood brush half way between here and 
( <ilton c.'irne :i].uii ;\ number of depres- 
sions and mounds in regular rows. Upon 
their return they reported the fact, and 
further iiivestigation was made. It re- 
sulted in the discovety at the head (orsu|>- 
posed head) of each grave of a time-worn 
and simple representation ofthe cross. , 
Other graves are marked by a border of 
boulders, while still others are plain 
mounds. 

The iiresent generation of whites, so far 
as known, iiave never heard of this grave- 
yard, but two old settlers, to whom the 
matter was mentioned, remember that the 
aborigines had buried their dead at this 
spot. The presence of the cross indicates 
that they were the mission branch of the 
Yumas, and had received some light on 
Christianity from the early Spanish fathers. 

ThM all-bnt-forgotten ci^ of the dead 
wonld be without interest if it Were not lor 
the fact that every grave is abort, none of 
them exceeding three or three and a.haU 
feet in length. An old settler, who ra- 
ceived the information from his father, ex- 
plained the matter thus: 

"It was the custom of the Mission In- 
dians to double the bodies of the dead, 
bringing the feet up to either side of the 
head and binding them with small 
branches of young willows, which grew 
and still grow thickly in the neisrhborhood. 
You will perhaps wonder what signiticance 
is attached to this strange custom, and 
you will smile when I tell you, as I smiled 
when my father told me. The custom 
arose from proverbial laziness. It was less 
work to aig a grave three feet long than 
one six feet long; therefore the bodies 
were shortened."

NEW ORLEANS, L.t., A]ir;l :,. - The 
fearful explosion which wrecked .Salathe's 
saloon, the ship chandlery and Fisher- 
man's Exchange, the adjoining saloon, 
two landmarks opposite the French Mar- 
ket, resulted in the death of at least five 
persons. ThePalathes. husband, wife and 
their little babe; I'aul Uigaud, the bar- 
keeper, and John Kdwards were the vic- 
tims whose bodies have been recovered. 
The Salatbe servants spent the night else- 
where and e-iajied. Two children who 
were dragged from the ruins, although 
badly bruised and shocked, will live. Half 
a dozen people in the vicinity were injured 
by falling debris, but all will recover. 

The barroom was generally crowded at 
the hour of the fatality; but from all ac- 
counts there seems to have been a provi- 
dential lull in trade when the explosion 
occurred. 

L. A. Boulet, who had such a narrow 
escape, when asked if he thought the ex- 
plosion was in attempt to kill him for 
having slain Balestraci, shook his head 
and replied that he thought not. 

" I he Matia." he said, "would not adopt 
such means to kill tlieir victim. They 
have other and surer means of doing this 
kind of work. I lirmly believe that the 
explosion was the result of an accident." 

This man Ariestene Balestraci and Bou- 
let were in the saloon business together. 
Boulet's wife contracted a liaison with 
Balestraci, which caused Boulet to leave 
her. Balestraci would tanht Boulet with 
his dishonor, but was always surrounded 
by friends when doing so. 'Two years ago 
they met at the French Market, and 
Balestraci, who was carrying a cane, drew 
from its sheath a large sword, with which 
he attacked ISoulet. The latter drew a re- 
volver, lireUand killeil the Italian. 

The trial resulted in r>..ulet's acquittal. 
Ever since then Boulet has been looked 
upon as a marked man. His friends tried 
to persuade him to leave the city, or, at 
least, to stay away from the market, but 
he refused. Last night he occupied a room 
over the barroom on the second floor, and it 
is believed the explosion was done for ths 
simple purpose of killing him, Balestraci 
was the leader of the Italian colony and 
just the sort of a man to be at the head of 
the Mulia. 

Zi'. H. Whitty. collector of the French 
Market, was standing on the corner oppo- 
site the saloon when the explosion took 
place. He was in the habit of going to the 
saloon often during the night to chat with 
the barkeeper, whom he knew very well, 
and had just walked aorosa from the mar- 
ket to the comer when the explosion oc< 
ctirred. He said it was accompanied by a 
terrific sound, apparentl.v half smothered, 
as if blown up from the bottom of the 
building. The edifice trembled, and then 
went np with a tremendous convulsion, 
throwing parts of the building high in the 
air, tearing down the Ursuline-strpet wall, 
and leaving the greater part of the wall 
standing in the rear of the building. 

Whitty says it went np like a mighty 
flash, and the exjdosion was followed hy a 
big blaze that went high into the air and 
then subsided somewhat. Walls and debris 
came down with a crash, and immediately 
the air was full of smoke and dust, blown 
everywhere from the grocery-store. 

One of the survivors was L. R. Bonlet. 
He says : "I was asleep on the second floor 
of the saloon in a corner room. I was 
awakened by the ceiling falling on me. I 
lay still for what to me seemed a long time, 
when I heanl tome one crying: 'Oh, my 
God, my child !' 1 could bear the p<'ople 
talking, liiit I could not make myself heard. 
Several times I called out as loud as I could. 
Afters while I tried to move, and I found 
that by cramping myself into as small a 
place as possible I could breathe easier. 

"Then I heard some one walking over 
me. I called out aad he answered. He 
I> roved to be a friend named Willie Morse. 
When he heard me be told me not to be 
afraid, but to keep quiet and he would get 
me out in live minutes. He went away, 
but soon came hack with friends, and 
they started diijging a hole over nie. They 
worked fast, and it did not lake long to 
make a hole large enough to pull me. 
through. I do not reincmb(T much more, 
for the strain was so great that I was 
almost unconscious when they took me out 
and brought me over to the saloon. 

"I am not hurt except a few scratches. 
I know Mr. Balathe kept some powder in 
his store, bat I do not know how much. I 
cannot imagine how the powder came to 
explode. Some people say it was not 
powder that exploded, but I don't know 
of anything el.se in the house that could 
have caused the wreck. I believe there 
were a number of persons buried in the 
ruins of the saloon, because it was the cus- 
tom of a good many to come into the .sa- 
loon about 12 o'clock and sleep there. I 
have seen as many as ten and fifteen at 
one lime. It will be impossible to tell until 
the ruins are thoroughly searched."

VHth't ir«u> CotutiluHoH Will Cotitain a 
iroman Suffrage Plank. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, April 8. — The 
woman suffrage article, which was passed 
to the tliiril reading by the convention 
several days ago, came np again to-day on 
a motion to recommit, with instructions to 
present the question to the people in a 
separate article. The most of the day was 
spent in the discussion of the subject. 
Able speeches were made on both sides. 
The motion to recommit was lost by a vote 
of 42 to 92. 

A vote to adopt the article was carried 
by 75 to U and it now goes to the commit- 
tee on revision. Unless the opposition can 
muster votes enough to have to-day's 
action reconsidered woman suffrage in 
Utah may be considered an accomplished 
fact. 

A largely attended meeting was held at 
the opera-house this afternoon to protest 
against woman suffrage and another meet- 
ing was held at Exposition Hall to-night 
to discuss the question. The opposition 
has been seeking delay, claiming that 
ntimerous petitions against the measure 
would reach the convention within a few 
days.

At Least This Is the Opinion of Presi- 
dent Andrews of the Brown 
University. 



CINCINNATI, Ohio, April "Neither 
of the great political parties can affonl to 
Ignorethe silver issue in the next Presi- 
dential campaign. It will overshadow the 
tariff and east it into the background." 
This decisive statement was made by 
President Andrews of Brown University. 
Mr. Andrews wa.s one of the representa- 
tives of the United States in the last inter- 
nstioBsl monetary conference, and 
prefaced his conversation by the state- 
ment: "I was appointed on the commit- 
tee as a Democrat, but was rested as a 
Republican. I am neither. I vote as I 
think." 

"Do you think the Republicans will be 
forced to declare for free silver to catch 
the Western .States?" asked tlie reporter. 

"No, indee(i," was the reply, "but they 
must rnake some (•(uiccsious to silver. 
They must pledge tnemselves to strive for 
an international agreement, or perhaps 
even promise more than that. I do not 
think the time has came for this coantry 
to take the initiative in restoring silver at 
a given ratio to gold. 

"There is no U!>e trying to suppress the 
issue in the West," continued the profes- 
sor. "It should be met half way. Think- 
ing people want bimetallism, with an in- 
ternational agreement, if possible, but 
they do not believe In waiting .forever. 
Neither do I. Hut independent action 
should be delayed until all signs point to 
an iinitatloa of our ooane by other na- 
tions."

The Senator Prom Nevada Says the 
Bimetallic Men.. Must Act 
for Themselves. 



WAPIIINCTON. D. C, April .5.— A con- 
feren. e of the leaders of the new .'Silver 
party was held in this city last evening. 
Among those present were ex-Consrressman 
Sibley, Judge ,losepli .s^harun of Connecti- 
cut, .Senator Jones of Nevada, (ieiieral 
Warner, Senator Stewart ami Congressman 
Newlands. At the close of the conference 
Senator Jones and Sibley left for New 
York, where they are to hold another con- 
ference concerning the welfare of the new 
party. Sibley is understood to have been 
exceedingly sanguine of the ontiook in 
Pennsylvania, and spoke entusiastically' 
of the prospect of gaining recruits in the 
East. 

It is said that there was some division of 
opinion among the silver leaders as to 
whether or not it would be wisest to nomi- 
nate an independent candidate for the 
Tresidency, or to support such Democratic 
and Republican electors as will pledge 
themselves to vote for some free-coinage 
mail in the electoral college. Senator 
Stewart of Nevada, hdwsver, is quite out- 
spoken in his distrust of either of the old 
I>arties or their electors to the college and 
favors nominating an independent candi- 
date. He said to the Caix correspondent: 

"We are bound to win if we unite. The 
only hojie of the gold combination, con- 
sisting of the dominant factors of the two 
old |iarties remaining in power, either 
under the name of Republicans or Demo- 
crats, is to keep the silver forces divided. 
It is only through a division cd ihe friends 
of silver that the gold element can hope to 
maintain ils supremacy. 

"The Kej>ublicaus and Democrats in the 
next campaign will have a difficult task in 
finding a 'strsddler' on the financial ques- 
tion. The gulf between gold monopoly 
and the shrinkage of fortunes, penury and 
want of the masses grows wider every year, 
and 'straddlers' find themselves in danger 
of the fate of Pharaoh. The impossibility 
of converting the gold leaders of the two 
old parties to bimetallism is becoming 
more apparent every day. Last year fiee- 
coinage Re]>ublicans of the Wi'st thought 
they had couverteil Mr. Iteeil to their prin- 
ciples. They were very happy for a while, 
and pointed to many things as an evidence 
of his support of their ideas. Now, how- 
ever, they sadly confess that his viite for 
the Cleveland gold bonds has forced them 
to give him up. 

"Then they oeiitered their fond hopes 
npon Governor McKiifley of Ohio. ' They 
recalled tHe fact that he had voted for free 
coiiiage when in Congress, and the Re- 
publicans in Washington were predicting 
that he would be all right toward silver if 
elected to the presidency. They whisjiered 
that he was in favor of free coinage, but he 
was compelled to keep quiet for the pres- 
ent in order not to alienate the gold ele- 
metit in the c. o! v, '1111011. Hut now McKin- 
ley has busted them. He very nnkindly 
destroyed all the hopes of those who were 
depending on him. His declaration that 
he would not be a candidate on a free- 
coinage platform was the refinement of 
cruelty to those who had judged him Iqr 
his records in Congress long ago. 

"The skill of Harrison in phrase- 
making to satisfy both sides is about ex- 
hausted. His services to the gold com- 
bination while he was President sufficiently 
disheartened the people who favor silver 
to make tlu-ni stay away from the jiolls 
at the last Prcfjidential election or to vote 
for Mr. ('leveland, whose .activity In the 
gold cause had somewhat abated while he 
was out of office. By the way, the strength 
of both Harrison and Cleveland is re- 
markable in a slow race. In the last 
election Cleveland had the advantage, for 
Harrison, being in office, was able to make 
more enemies than Cleveland could out of 
office. A multitude voted for Cleveland, 
another multitude stayed away from the 
pofls, and enough people voted for the 
name of Democracy without substance to 
give the Democrats a triumphant ma- 
jority.

AT TSE I'ORT or Bsm. 

Preparation* to Collect the JDutff on 
Silver and Lead Ores. 
WASHINGTON, D. C, April .S.— The 
Treasury Department is making prepara- 
tions to put into execution the provision 
of the tariff law rc(|uiring silver and lead 
ores imported into the United States to be 
assayed and sampled at the port of entry. 
Representatives of the lead-producing 
States, headed Iky Senator Dubois, made a 
vieorons fight for this leqolreatent when 
the tariff Mil was before Congress, con- 
tendiag that wtthout tbia prori^on it was 



possible to bring large quantities of lead 
into the country without requiring the 
payment of any duty whatever. 

The original provisions of the tariff bill, 
providing only for a duty on lead ore 
where the value of the lead in the ore was 
greater than any other metal in it, were 
especially objecticuiable to those who 
sought protection against Mexican imi>or- 
tations. The bill was amended in the 
Senate, and as it became a law, provides a 
duty of three-quarters of a cent a pound on 
all lead ore where combined with silver 
oites or ores of other metals. 

The'amohnt of lead is to be ascertained 
by sampling and assaying at the port of 
entry. The law says: "The method of 
sampling and assaying is to be that 
usually adopted for commercial purposes 
by the pulilii'. The sampling works in 
the I'niteil Slates assaying and sampling 
will be let to the lowest responsible bid- 
ders at various ports at which silver-lead 
ore is imported, El Paso, Tex., being the 
principal one."

WASHINGTON, D. C., April \—ln ths 
Samoan correspondence just made public 
by the State Department there is a series 
of letters from James H. Mulligan, I'nitcd 
States Consul-Oeneral to Samoa, which are 
interesting from their free and easy style 
of commnnication concerning diplomatio 
affairs. Speaking of Chief Justice Henry 
Ide, who presides over the court estab* 
lished for Samoa by the three powers, 
Oieat Britain, Germany and the United 
States. He says : 

"This so-called Chief Justice is a very 
pleasant and agreeable man. Nature has 
not been lavish with him in her gifts, and 
he is not up to the gauge of Daniel Web- 
ster. He is violcntlv impressed with his 
own importance, and the most melancholy 
feature about him i« that he labors under 
the impression that he is very smart. He 
could wipe out eight-tenths of the pending 
litigations and prospective appeals by a 
prompt decision of the only real question 
of the moment that he has ever had before 
him', which ia under the eighth section of 
article S. 

"If the land litigation was once cleared 

away the powers ana public would wake 
up to the absurdity of labeling an ordinary 
Justice of the Peace with the title of Chief 
Justice, whose dtities would be confined to 
the trial of an occasional native for 'hook- 
ing' breadfruit. 

"I shall lay before the department, in the 
proper liine and way, the fact that this 
Vermont lawyer has actually recommended 
and secim-d the enactment of a law depriv- 
ing the King, who is, I think, at least his 
equal in ability, of the ]iardoning power 
save by his consent. I bare no rupture 
with Mr. Ide, who has been all courtesy to 
me, but the grasping, petty ambition ia so 
acute, the humbug is so apparent, that I 
feel it my duty to convey to your eye alone, 
for your correct understanding, the impres- 
sions of a mere stranger, free from all 
friction or entanglement."

Mob Violence or Qrand Jury Indict- 
ments May Cut Some FIcure 
In the Scandal. 



ALTON, Ixx., April 8b— ▲ ffearfnl wreck 
occurred this morning at the Wood-river 
bridge on the Chicago and Altim ent-^ 
about a half-mile north of Bast Alton. A 
long, heary freight train was coming down 
the grade when the middle of the train 
bnlged oat and fifteen cars were piled on 
top of each other. Four men wera killed 
outright, and two fatally injured. 

None ot them are known, but they are 
supposed to be tramps who were stealing 
a ride. The injured men were brought to 
the hospital iu this city. An inquest was 
held .It East Alton. 

The wreck was caosed by the train being 
too hearily loaded behind. When the 
brakes were put on the front cars the 
weight behind was thrown onthefiatear 
in the middle <rf the train, crushing it to 
atoms and wrecking the other cars. 

On the train were sixty laborers, most 
of whom had just quit moA on the drain- 
age canal near Chicago. The accident oc- 
curred on the Wood River bridg*-. an open 
structure seventy-five feet above the water. 
Kone of the train crew were hurt, as only 
the middle cars went over. 

ZASKSVILLE. Ohio, April 5.— Four 
persons were ki';>d outright and a fifth 
was fatally injured in a wreck on the Bel- 
laire, ZanesviUe and Cincinnati aairow- 
gatige at a trestle five miles west of 8nm- 
merfield this morning. A coach }timped 
the track as the train was approactUag the 
trestle, which Is situated on a cnrre.

Judge Sucker ordered the ekrk to enter 
a disagreemoit and dladOuged the jury 
and continued the case untQ the next term 

of court. 

As the jurors filed out they were hissed, 
hooted and reviled by the people gathered 
about the courthouse. It is the general 
opinion that Carroll County has been dis- 
graced by the five imoia who stood oat for 
acquittal. 

The jurors who voted from the first for 
conviction wne J. A. Boae, David Jame- 
son, Adolph Alter, GnovQle Jenkins, 
Klijah Baker, James H. Creel and W. B. 
Brammer. The five who stood out for 
acquittal from the first were Frank Yehle, 
Bamett L. Hudson, Ben Glover, George 
Fleming and J. T. Noland. 

As soon as the jury was discharged tbese 
five disappeared. It is said by the other 
jurors that they stole out of town, fearing 
I mob violence. 

I Before leaving the juryroom Frsnk 
) Yehle made each juror promise not to 
reveal to any one the names of the jurors 
who voted for acquittal, but when the 
seven jurors got out and mingled with the 
people on the street and learned the state 
of the public mind and that imleas it was 
known how the jurors voted eaoh maa of 
the twelve would rest luider the suspicion 
of having been bribed, they told the names 
ot the five. 

The jurors who voted for conviction say 
that Frank Yehle sustained all arguments 
made in the juryroom against conviction, 
and it has developed that George Fleming, 
foreman of the jury and one of .those who 
voted for acquittal, has a niece who mar- 
ried a cousin of the Taylors.

D. C, AprU 6.-The 
proclamation for the opening the Yank- 
ton lands in South Dakota will not be Is- 
sued until there can be an investigation by 
the Secretary of the Interior of the present 
contentions. Secretary Smith will deter- 
mine whether flie State can select tbe 
lands, and whether itwillnot be compelled 
also to pay for them at the same prices as 
agreed upon in the treaty with the Indians. 
In the enabling act admitting South Da- 
kota the State was granted aoout 500.000 
acres of land. It is an open question 
whether selections made of ceded Indian 
lands would not mean that the State would 
get them free of charge, while settlers have 
to pay |3 75 per acre. The proclamation 
will be withheld tmtft the questions are 
investigated.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 5.-The 
mint and secret service officials are reticent 
regarding the Carson mint. It is learned, 
however, tliat np to this time shortages in 
gold have been discovered ag;;regating 4072 
ounces, which is equal toJ*O.OiXi. In nearly 
all the cases gold was abstracted during 
the process of melting the bars and the 
false weights of gold contained therein 
marked on them.' 

The gold ^ns seemed was sold to banks 
at different points weSt from Carson, a 
considerable quantity being disposed of at 
San Francisco. Most of the abstractions, 
it is said, took place in 1891 ana 18.92, but 
small amounts have been taken within the 
last two years.

LONDON, Esq., April 5.— The jury in 
the case of Oscar Wiide against the Mar- 
quis of Qneensberry found that the plea of 
justification subhaitted by Qneensberry was 
proved, and the Marquis was discharged 
from custody. The verdict was received 
with loud applause from the spectators, 
which the Judge <iiJ not checli. 

Awarrant for the arrest of Wilde was 
promptly applied for, copies of all the wit- 
nesses' statements and the shorttiand notes 
of the trial having been foiaiUed the 
public ptoseeotion. 

Early in the afternoon Lord Alfred 
drove to tbe bank, cashed a chedc and re- 
turned to the hoteL Soon aftw both 
Wilde and Alfred drove away. Wilde was 
arrested at the Cadogan HoteL ■ He was 
t&ken in a cab by two detectives to Scot- 
land Yard. 

Wilde was very pale but cool when he 
arrived at Scotland Yard. At 8:10 p. ji. 
Wilde was arraigned. The prisoner re- 
mained silent throughout the proceedings. 
He was then taliea to BjW street and 
plaoed in the docket in the police station. 
Here he stood with his hands in his pock- 
ets while the charge against htm was being 
taken. A police inspector then read the 
charge aloud and'aaked Wilde if he had 
anything to say, adding the usual warning 
that anything he said might be nsed 
against him. The prisoner remained 
silent and apparently indifferent. 

He was then searched, after which he 
was locked in a cell. Shortly after he had 
been locked up one of his friends arrived 
in a carriage at the station with a Glad- 
stone bag containing a change of clothing 
and other ne^ -jarie-,, but the police re- 
fused to permit him to leave it. Later 
Lord Alfred Douglass went to the police 
station and Inquired whether Wilde could 
be admitted to bail. The police inspector 
explained that Wilde had been arrested for 
a criminal oBenae, which did aot aBow of 
bail being ^ooepted until ka had been ar- 
raigned in court 

Lord Alfred was greatly distressed by 
this information. He was told by the in- 
spector that Wilde had a blanket and all 
requisites in his ceil to be as comfortable 
as the regulations allowed. Ti;- ; ri-oner 
would be allowed to receive food from a 
hotel until to-morrow, when he wiil be 
arraigned on a charge regarding tbe penal 
offense. 



Venezuela Encourages Amerloane 
In Securing Products of 
Great Value. 



MINNEAPOLIS, Mis!?., April 5. — A 
representative of the Journal who visited 
Mayor Grant of Faribault, Minn., to-day, 
obtained interesting information about the 
treaty concessions about the mouth of the 
Orinoco in Venezuela which Mr. Grant^nd 
his associates have secured. Mr. Grant 
denies with considerable vigor tbe asser- 
tions made in Washington that the con- 
cession is in any way involved in the 
international complications between Ven- 
ezuela and England. Nearly all of the 
land which is granted to tbe syndicate to 
be improved and colonized has always 
belonged to Veia/.uela and has never been 
claimed by England. Mr. Grant admitted, 
however, that a small corner of the con- 
cession had been settled on by the English, 
but il was the least valuable and no trouble 
would arise out of the fact. He a ids that 
the concession i.s really eleven years oM, 
having been granted to J. A. Bowman in 
1884, who has been intersMed la it with 
Austin Corl^ 

After some work had been dons in im- 
proving tbe privileges granted the revolu- 
tion broke out whioh finally pot Crespo In 
power and nothing was done. The trip 
which Mr. Grant, with Bowman and W. H. 
Fisher, has just taken was to have the con- 
cession confirmed and the divergent inter- 
ests har.Tionizeii. In this they were 
successhil and eipcct to improve their 
privileges, if the talk about international 
complications or a war with England does 
not interfere. 

The concession includes valuable iron 
mines, great forests of mahogany, rose- 
wood, and an island at the mouth of the 
Orinoco,* in Which there are valuable as- 
phalt wells. It is also beliarea that there 
is gold in paying quantities. TheVene- 
znelan CSongiess adjourns June IS, and Mr. 
Grant expects to go there aitala before tiwt 
date to elose np the negotiations.

AH EHSDTEJK PEAGMEFTS. 

Terrible Forre of the Blow Which Dis- 
abled the Solano. 

The old Solano lies high and dry on the 
ways at the Oakland railroad yards, and 
although somewhat weather beaten from 
her years of service she is still soun i and 
tight far beyond what it was expected she 
would be. 

The Solano has been sixteen years in 
commission, and during all that time she 
has never been out of the water. Twice a 
year the barnficles have been scraped trom 
her hull by a kind of submarine scraper, 
but beyond that she has been practically 
tmrepaired. As she is out of the water 
now, however, she will be given a thor- 
ough overhauling and it is probable that 
fully $100,000 will be spent on her before 
she is again put in the water. Planks 
are being taken from all over her hull, and 
the lea.5t bit of decayed wood found is 
•ecrai'i 'l out, or the damaged beam is re- 
placed with a new one. 

It is in the engine-room, however, where 
the greatest damage has been done and 
where the most money for repairs will be 
spent. The accident which caused the 
damage was a most peculiar one. 

The engine is one of the same kind as 
are familuu' to all ferry-boat travelers, and 
on the Solano there are two of them, one 
to drive each t>addle. The pis^ton is about 
sixty inches in diameter, and tbe engine 
has a stroke of eleven feet. The piston 
had just completed its upward stroke 
when the rod broke off in the socket bv 
which it is attached to the mechanism of 
the walking-beam, Steam at a presstire of 
45 pounds to the scjuare inch had just been 
admitted above it, and the condenser, 
which is immrdiately under the cylinder, 
had ju.-t formed a vacuum below the 
piston, which was equivalent to adding 13 
pounds more pressure to the square inch. 

TTnder this pressure of 53 pounds to the 
inch the piston, released from the walking- 
beatu, « us driven down with an ori^rinal 
force of nearly 140 tons. The bottom of 
the piston is slightly convex and the 
lower head of the cylinder is shaped to fit 
it accurately, so when the piston struck 
the lower head it shattered it like glass; it 
went right on, too, through the condenser 
and did not stop until it had reached the 
bed-plate of the engine. When the steam 
was turned off they could not find a piece 
of the lower part of the cylinder or 
of the condenser which a man could not 
pick up and easily carry away. Ihs sides 
of the cylinder and the condenser were two 
inches thick. 

The action of the blow was exactly simi- 
lar to the stroke from a steam hammer. 
The piston and its li-foot rod weighed 2W 
tons, and wiih the force of the steam and 
the vacuum driving it down 11 feet into a 
eupwnichit exactly fitted, the effect was 
to grind the massive steel castings almost 
iateaoowder. It win take thooasads of 
difllsn to npair the dams^ it ea«ssd. 



as a special teacher to i'ltroduce her sys- 
tem and instruct the teachers. She re- 
signed her position as agent, and went to 
work at the beginning of the present school , 
year. Drawing at once leaped into promi- ! 
nence. Miss Ball called the teachers of ' 
each grade together regularly after school 
hours, laid out the work for the month and 
told them what to do. Drawing has been 
increased in the .schools from the lowest 
grade to the highest, and more drawing- 
paper has been used up since July than in 
any three previous years. 

But Mi?s Ball found her job a hard one. ' 
She tried to get 'M) teui licrs to pull to- 
gether all at once and all do the same work. 
At first she was unpopular, because the i 
teachers said she was dictatorial and arro- ! 
gant, but lately she has become generally 
liked personally. Then they criticized her 
svstem and methods in all sorts of ways. 
One month tbe children all drew spheres, 
cutx'3 and cylinders in all sorts of positions. 

Then the cat was taken np as an elabo- 
rated cylinder and several thousand pic- 
tures were taken, labeled "cat." In many 
classes the teachers tried her advice of tak- 
ing to .school a very docile cat, that would 
sit still on the teacher's desk. Le.tves, 
bugs and other products of nature were 
drawn, and the children tried their hands 
at illui'trat:riir stories. 

The old board stood by Miss Ball, but 
with the new administration there com- 
menced a movement to find out annw the 
merits of Miss Ball's work. A meeting of 
the principals was held three weeks ago, 
at which the majority indorsed the sys- 
tem "with modifications." That meeting 
called for the appointment ^the Super- 
intendent of a committee of fifteen to find 
out the sense of the teachers of the entire 
department and report to another meeting 
of principals. That committee decided to 
call the teachers all together and they had 
their say about drawing yesterday. The 
tearhers'of the nine primary and grammar 
grades met in separate rooms and held 
nine separate meetings. 

They discussed and voted on several 
definite propositions. One question was, 
"How ^l^.oh Time Should the Children 
Devote to I'rawins; .'" The time given has 
been about a half-hour a day. All the 
grades voted in favor of one hour a week, 
divided into two or three lessmis. The 
grades were unanimous, too, in flavor of 
plain driwiTisr-t'iiiier, instead of textbooks 
with pictures to be fopied. 

They all voted, too, in favor of a new 
wrinkle. The teachers want a spstdal, 
prijUed monthly bulletin, illustrating the 
work to be done during the month, and 
containing explicit Instructions to teach- 
ers. If the teachers get this improvement 
Miss Ball win become an editress. 

Another question was, "Do you favor 
each teacher instructing her class individu- 
ally ?" The unanimous verdict was "yes," 
though one grade adopted a resolution 
making it optional for teachers to exchange 
work durin;.' the drawing hour, where oiie 
was especially skilled in the work. 

On the great question of whether the 
teachers should gather at the Normal 
School to be taught by Miss Ball after their 
regular school work was ended or shonid 
be allowed to dismis." their classes earlier 
once a month the vote was divided. Six 
grades voted in favor of goins after .school- 
hours, and tbe second, eighth and 
ninth grades carried the vote in 
favor of .-^ivintr this extra tax on the teach- 
ers' time. This spending the rest of tbe 
afternoon listening to Miss Ball once a 
month when their school work is done is 
what many of the teachers have been growl- 
ing about, and some prominent teachers 
said that most of tbe teachers were a little 
afraid to vote in their personal favor on 
that point. 

A number of recommendations were 
made by various grades. One of the criti- 
cisms of Miss Ball's system that some 
teachers have made, is that it did not ap- 
pear to tend to any particular good— artistic 
or industrial. 

On motion of Miss Pechin, principal of 
the Cooper Primary School, the fourth- 
erade meeting asked that the aim of the 
instruction in drawing be clearly defined. 
Then a graded course of drawing, begin- 
ning witb^ the lowest grade and ending 
with the highest, was demanded. 

This consensus of pedagogical opinion 
about how art should be taught in the 
public schools will be officially considered 
by Superintendent Moulder, and when the 
principals hold another meeting he will 
make a lot of recommendations to the 
board. 

Tbe teachers now generallv like Miss 
Ball and approve her system, out there is 
likely to be a paring of the time that sev- 
eral thousand children give to drawing 
and a trimming and imlling together oi 
the methods by which the rising genera- 
tion is learning to draw pictures. 

Miss Ball IS an exceedingly bright and 
talented young woman, who for eight 
years superintended the drawing work of 
the Omaha public schools. Then she 
spent three successful years as agent for 
-Prang. She explained yesterday just what 
she was trying fo do in the field of art She 
said : 

I am not trying te produce artists. Thou- 
SBsdsofeUIdreiishoaU not be taught diaw- 
tagtedevdi^stxatttsti. My aim b tot to

.made when Treasurer Sliarboro asljcd the

This snbject brought the by-laws adopted 
' at the convention into demand. Every 
.member of the board had a copy in his' 
band as soon as Hr. Sbarboro propounded 
■his auerv. XbeT hunted in vain for au- 
thority upon the snbject, and finally de- 
cided that no money should be paid out 
except upon a warrant drawn by the secre- 
tary and eonntersigned by the board of 
. directors. 

While the same question was being lon- 
sidered Julian 8onntap said he was treas- 
iirer of the California Miners' Association, 
; and the system of drawing orders on the 
funds was the same as in many other or- 
ganizations. "But, by the way," he said, 
.''the association requested the treasurer to 
furpish bonds. 1 think it would be a good 
' .idea to have both the secretary and treas- 
. urer of this association give bonds." This 
suggestion was adopted, and L. B. Mead 
' and A. Sbaitioro, secretary and treasurer, 
were requested to give a bond for $1000 
I'aoli. 

J. >I. Davies, vice-president of the asso- 
ciation, seni a communication from Los 
Angeles outlining a plan for the organiza- 
tion of a sub-association at that city to 
embrace the nine counties comprising the 
southern end of the State. 

He requested that some one be dele- 
gated by the San Francisco association 
with power to represent the mother organi- 
zation in that secnon of the country.

The Lease Being Signed for 
the Site of the New 
Armory. 



Stratacto Advantase of the New 
Quarters of the Third 
Regiment. 



Signatures of the board of officers are 
now being obtained by Colonel Thomas F. 
Barry to the contract with Charles O. 
Hooker, by which the latter is to lease a 
piece of land on the south side of Fulton 
street, between Van Ness avenue and Polk 
street, for a site for the new armory of the 
Third Regiment. The site is 137'.-^ feet 
square, and is in the middle of the block, 
the frontage commencing 109feetfrom Van 
Ness avenue. The lease will covers period 
of ten years, and requires a building to be 
erected which shall cost not less than $25,- 
000. As soon as the lease is signed plans 
will be invited from architects. 

Colonel Barry in selecting this piece of 
land bad in mind the advantages of a 
strong defense in case of a possible street 
attack. Of course it is well understood 
that in the event ' ai y disturbance the 
National Guard » .11 L.. more likely to as- 
stune an aggressive course than to stand 
on the defensive merely, still, in Colonel 
Barry's opinion, any provision strengthen- 
ing the defensive " should not be over- 
looked, considering that the possibilities 
of internecine troubie sometimes take a 
curious turn. And, besides, it does not re- 
duce the iKissibilities of aggressive action. 
Speakin;: r - the new armory yesterdav aft- 
ernoon, he explained his views as follows: 

In my opinion it {•> much betf r to : n.ve nn 
armory In the middle of a lilock than on a 
street corner. It is a military axiom that a 
soldier always likes to have his rear and flank 
well covered, and then his entire attention can 
be concentrated ur>on the front. Where an 
armory Is located iiii a street corner it invites 
attack from two different directions, bat in 
our case the sides will be protected by other 
buildingi). It has been said that these build- 
ings might prove to be olxtacles as much in 
our own way as In that of the possible assail- 
ant, but that is not so, for in case oil trouble it 
is quite probable such buildings would be 
vacated for the time being, and then we would 
have the same advantages of range and defense 
as if we were located on the street comer, or 
from street to street on one whole block, with 
the additional advantage of side fortifications : 
made at no cost to us.

United States Marshal Baldwin 
Says He Is No Respecter 
of Persons. 



The Htmtington case has caused oonsid* 
erable comment around the corridors of 
the Appraisers' bnilding. The strikers 
are indignant over the idea of the railroad 
magnate escaping trial and sarcastically 
remark, "There is one law for the rich 
and another for the poor." The general 
impression all along seems to have been 
that Huntington would never be brought 
to trial, but still everybody thought he 
tvould at least be arrested. Should he ar- 
rive here within the next few days and no 
instructions from Attorney-fleneral OIney 
come in the meantime, he will have to un- 
dergo the indignity of appearing in the 
United States District Court and giving 
bail. The chances are, however, that he 
will remain away until the storm is over. 

"The indictment is in force," said United 
Sttates District Attorney Foote yest^ay, 
"and as soon as Mr. Huntington arrives it 
will be served on him. AVhen he will get 
here I don't know, but I think it is a moral 
certainty that it will be in the near future. 
I have received no instructions from the 
Attorney-General, and what he may or 
may not do is none of my business'. If 
any instructions arrive they will, of course, 
receive due consideration, ThiktfsabOQt 
all there is to the matter." 

"I am no respecter of persons when I 
have a duty to perform." said Marshal 
Baldwin. "''Were Mr. Huntington to ar- 
rive in San Francisco to-niglit I would at 
once serve the warrant upon him. But he 
is not within my jurisdiction, and all I 
can do is to await his arrival. It is not 
within ray jurisdiction to send on to New 
York to have the warrant served, but, of 
course, it could be done at a large expense. 
I can tell you this — that if the warrant is 
in force when Huntington arrives here I 
will lose no time in serving it."

"Because," answered he, "the expense 
would be very great, and what is the use of 
going to all that trouble when Mr. Hunt- 
ington will shortly be ont here?" 

Accustomt^d to Bite Mnnkinil.'* 
Judge Sanderson yesterday gave judgment 
for 9200 In favor of John H. Bandolph, who 
had sued Haurioe P. Healey for $200 damages 

for injuries received from the teeth of a dng or 
dogs. Randolph safal that Healey was the 
keeper of "two certain vlclons dogi which were 
accussoiufd to bile mankind," and that they 
bit his (rlaiunif's) leg in several places. The 
judgment was wilhoui costs. 

Private oyster beds in the upper Vir- 
ginia waters of the Chesapeake have been 
successfully protected against oyster 
thieves by a simple but ingenious device. 
The owner of the beds, sixteen acres in 
area, crossed them in two directions with 
five-eiphtlis of an inch wire secured to 
posts at the point of iiiiiTscction. IJotli 
wires and posts are invisible, even at low 
tide. The oyster pirate that attacks the 
lied is sure sooner or later to lose his 
dredge by having it entangled in the wire, 
and thefts Are rare. - 



The Ferry Foundation Scandal to Be 
Thoroughly Investi- 
gated. 



Mayor Sutro was called before the Grand 
Jury yesterday, and the members asked 
him why be hatd not caused the arrest of 
the railroad officials for illegally tearin|;np 
O'Farrell street 

The Mayor said it had been due to his 
failure to obtain legal advice, but before 
leaving the jury-room he said he had at 
last secured tlie necessary counsel and that 
he would swear out warrants this morning 
for the arrest of E. P. Viiiins, H. H. Lynch 
and E. B. Thomason for illegally tearing 
up O'Farrcll street. The (irand Jury will 
lake no further steps unless JIayor Sutro 
fails to have the men arrested. In that 
case tlic jurors will offer a presentment to 
the Police Court against the accused men. 

Supervisor Dimond was first before the 
Grand Jury. He had spoken to several of 
the jurors about the street matter, and they 
summoned him to tell what he knew of ttie 
case. He outlined the streetcar troubles 
and the action of the solid eight in the 
Supervisors' chambers. He alio referred 
to the flagrant violation of the ordinance' 
by the Market-street system on O'Farrell 
.street, and ullirially drew the attention of 
the jurors to tlie la'ct that Mayor Sutro had 
done nothing to the railroad officials for 
their violation of the law. The jurors hur- 
riedly summoned Mayor Sut.o.Dut had to 
wait patii nlly an hour for his arrival. 

Mnen Mayor Sutro entered the room he 
was asked by Foreman Gagan why he had 
not taken steps against the streetcar com- 
bine. He replied it was no simple matter 
to cause the arrest of persons without as- 
certaining the rights he had under the 
law. He said he had called on City and 
County Attorney Creswell, who replied 
that he was not the proper person to give 
advice as it was a criniiiial charge and Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes should be consulted. 
Mayor Sutro said he then sent word to Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes several times, and 
the only answer heeotwas that Barnes 
could be found in his ollice if tiie Mayor 
wanted to see him as he did not consider 
it his duty to act as tlie Mayor's legal ad- 
viser. 

Juror Mayer asked Mayor Sutro if he 
had not entered into a combination with 
his enemy, the Market-street Company, so 
that he "would not interfere with their 
doings provided the members of the 
"octopus" would not interfeie with him 
in building his electric-car line from Cen- 
tral avenue to Sutro Heights. 

This brought forth some violent lan- 
guage from the Maj'or, who entered into a 
long tale of woes he had suffered at the 
hands of the "octopus," even in Nevada. 
He then stated that he would never form 
any combination with the railroad. He 
agreed to have warrants issued for the ar- 
rest of the t-espassers on O'Farrell street. 
Upon this statement he was ezcuMd and 
the Grand Jury adjourned. 

Judge Levy and Cashier Hufschmidt of 
the Humboldt Savings Bank were before 
the Grand Jury yesterday to give testi- 
mony in regard to charges aeainst ex-Dis- 
trict" Attorney James D. Page, who is al- 
leged to have embezzled moneys belonging 
to an insane patient at the Agnews Asy- 
lum, over whose estate Page had acted as 
agent. The Inquiry into the matter was 
not completed. 

' Jack'^ McNamara, bailiff in Judge 
Campbell's court, was before the jury to 
give evidence in regard to the acceptance 
of the straw bonds in the case of Mrs. 
Fletcher, who recently fled from the city 
to avoid prosecution on a charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 

The grand jurors hoped to be able to ad- 
journ in two weeks, biit from present ap- 
pearances the body will be in session for 
over a month yet. Foreman Gagan is de- 
termined to thoroughly investigate every- 
thing of public welfare where there seems 
to have been any jobbery. In a few davs 
the jury will begin an Investigation of the 
ferry foundation. Tiiere has been so much 
talK on both sides about the strength of the 
foundation that the Grand Jury has de- 
cided to go to the bottom of the matter. 

The local Grand Jury will not take up the 
matter of the legislative combine, which 
tlic alleged exposure of "Young Dutchy" 
has made more prominent, unless the Sac- 
ramento Grand Jury refuses to act. Even 
in such a case the local Grand Jury can 
only take steps if they can secure evidence 
that the niemliers oi the combine com- 
mitted any indictable act in this city and 
count}'. It has no jurisdiction over what 
transpired in Sacramento.

I tried to se- 
cure work in a restaurant but fAiled. After 
repeated failores to get anything, and be- 
ing unwilling to beg, 1 west to my room to 
die." 

Mrs. Sullivan made theaunost incredible 
statement that she had eaten nothing for 
four days. Dr. W. O Wilcox, who was 
subsequently called, pronounced her case 
one of physical exhaustion clearly due to 
prolonged'^ fasting. Her face was wan and 
haggard and her frame was emaciated to a 
frightful dejree. Phe is now* being cared 
for by Mrs. IJuothby. (icneral Mcronib 
will cause her removal to a hospital to-day 
for treatm ent.

BUSI NESS PLE DGES. 

The plan of the Cml to get the business 
men of the State to place themselves on 
record regarding the trattic they propose to 
offer the new railroad, has been widely ap- 
proved and strongly indorsed by men 
whose approval and indorsement is as good 
as so much gold. We have published daily 
for some time past words of commenda- 
tion that have come to us from prominent 
men, and this morning we publish a long 
list of the names of those who have signed 
the pledge. The list deserves a careful 
rending. It shows how many men have 
already seen the advantage of standing up 
to be counted on the side of the people 
against monopoly, and thus affords the en- 
couragement of example to others. 

It must not be supposed, however, that 
the list published comprises all who have 
signed the pledge. A large number of 
business men and firms have signed it, 
who have good reasons for desiring that 
their action be kept secret. The Southern 
Pacific is known to be as jealous us it is 
greedy and as vindictive as it is jealous. 
Until the competing road is in operation, 
the managers of the monopoly have it in 
their power to almost ruin any merchant 
against whom their spite may be directed. 
They can do this by a simple discrimina- 
tion against him in freight rates and ship- 
ping facilities; and the managers of the 
monopoly, millionaires though they be, 
are not above resorting to mean tactics of 
thai kind in tlu-ir efforts to crush out the 
independence of individuals. We clearly 
understand therefore the need of keeping 
secret the signatiues of some of our lead- 
ing business men and will not betray their 
confidence. The public may be assured, 
however, that these merchants are in 
hearty sympathy with tlie' new road, and 
tbeir business is just as sure to go to it as 
that of any of those whose pledges are 
made publicly and whose names are pub- 
lished. 

The very fact that so many business men 
are compelled to give sup] ort to the new 
road in secrecy, is one of the strcjugcst argu- 
ments in favor of its construction. It re- 
veals something of the extent to which the 
monopoly has carried its domination and its 
wrongdoing. When a single corporation has 
grown so powerful that it can not only defy 
competition, butcan ruin any business man 
who attempts to eooonrage it, the time has 
come to bring about a new order of things. 
It is not to be wondered at that trade lan- 
guished and industry was blighted under 
such conditions. What capitalist would 
start a new enterprise when the Southern 
Pacific Company stood ready and greedy 
to rob him of his profits by charging 
for transportation all the tralTic would 
bear? 

Fortunately these evil conditions will 
soon be things of the past. The competing 
road is.practically in process of construc- 
tion and ere long it will be open for busir 
ness. Every man who helps it forward 
helps to emancipate the indnstries of the 
State from the blight of the monopoly. No 
business man should shirk his duty in this 
respect Sign the pledge. 



THE OAXLAHD B^QUET. 

The merchants of Oakland have at last 
re.Hlized the great importance of their city. 
At the banquet given 'l li-.r? iay evening 
by the Merchants' Association the abiding 
common-sense of intelligent men found 
expression in a determination to unite the 
great mercantile forces of the city into one 
powerful machine, which shall have for its 
object the development of the manifold 
natural advantages which Oakland enjoys. 
For too long this splendid city, rich in the 
money of her residents and in those 
abounding natural charms and advantages 
which should have made her greater than 
she is, has been content to develop without 
a higher purpose than comes from the for- 
warding of individual interests. As a 
consequence she insensibly fell under the 
evil power of selfish interests, which 
stripped her and fattened on the plunder. 

She lost hw water front when she had, 
next to San Francisco, the finest on the 
coast. She permitted the Sonthem Pa- 
cific to secure a monopoly of her shipping 
facilities and hold her at its mercy. But 
Oakland is roused at last and is putting 
forth her giant strength to burst the bonds 
that enslave her. She has been making a 
desperate fight for her stolen waterfront 
and victory seems in sight and will be 
secured if there is such a thing as justice 
in the world. And Thursday night she 
decided to sbatte# the bonds in which the 
Southern Pacific for so many weary years 
hashridker. 

Tbisfmwud movement on the part of 
the merchants is the culmination of the 
work that has been proceeding for some 
time on other lines. They understand that 
they have an interest fully as vital as that 
of any other in the city, and their organi- 
zation and determined attitude, working 
in co-operation with the activities which 
were already in the field, will insure the 
fruition of Oakland's highest ambition. 

Realizing the fact that her geographical 
position not only makes her the entrepot 
for the commerce of San Francisco, but 
that she has independent harbor facilities 
whteh Mnight be utilised to her account, 
her merohants have organized themselves 
into a body of ihen determined to see that 
the most riiaU be made of these superb 
advantages. 

Of course, the most vital thing broached 
by the speakers at the banquet was the 
opportunity for competitive transportation 
presented by the San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road. That Oakland must secure all the 
advantages which reside in that oppor- 
tunity was the most prominent thought in 
every mind. Justly resenting the charge 
that she is merely a suburb of San Fran- 
cisco, her merchants, to whom the ques- 
tion of transportation charges and facili- 
ties is directiy vital, are determined to do 
all in their power to aid the people's line. 

Tliat they can aaeim the Valley road, if 
they display the proper spirit of enter- 
prise, there can be no doubt. It is simply 
a matter of making the inducement suffi- 
ciently strong. One of the first evidences 
of their earnestness would be the signing 
of the Call's pledge to ship by the Valley 
road. This should be accompanied with 
generous sul>-cription to tlie shares of the 
company, and with donations of a right of 
way and land for depot purposes. We 
have no fear that Oakland, now that her 
q4rlt is (ooaed, will be found wanting in a 
^gle one of these partietilara.

HE~WILL~VETO~ IT. 



The people of San Francisco will read 
with more than ordinary satisfaction this 
morning the announcement of Mayor 
Sutro's decision to veto the bituminous 
rock ordinance. 

This measure, whose nature is well 
understood by the people, is one of the 
most iniquitous ever devised in the City. 
It would have given to a single combina- 
tion the privilege of furnishing all the 
asphalt needed for street paving and to 
the Sonthem Pacific Company the ex- 
clusive profit of hauling it. This, indeed, 
would liave been a rich plum for the ring 
if it eotild liava been carried tiirough. 

Fortunately the Mayor has shown him- 
self in this instance to be a true defender 
of the interests of the City. His veto will 
baffle the ring, and by defeating this job 
will have a t<'ndency to prevent attempts 
at others. There can he no doubt the 
veto will prove sufficient to balk the 
scheme, for it would require a vote of nine 
Supervisors to pass the ordinance over the 
veto, and only eight can be found who will 
vote for it. "The other four are honest, in- 
corruptible men, who can be counted on to 
sustain the Mayor and protect tiMiateresto 
of the City. 

The decision of the Mayor la one of espe- 
cial gratification for the Ca£l, for it is in 
accordance with the line of policy we have 
advocated all along. An earnest cham- 
pion of public improvements, the Call has 
recognized that the success of a job of this 
kind would cause many progressive men 
to hesitate in going forward with the 
work of municipal development, and 
the Call has been zealous therefore in 
endeavoring to defeat it. The Mayor's 
iieri~ion comes like the bluw of a stalwart 
champion for good government, striking 
down the wrong. A great victory has been 
won ior the people, and the veto will be 
greeted with universal approval. 



A TEL EPHONE BIYAL. 

Concurrently with the expiration of the 
Bell telephone patents is the formation of 
a powerful telephone corporation which 
will revolutionize the business. It has a 
formidable arrav of wealthy backers, in- 
cluding leading representatives of the 
Standard Oil Company, the American 
Sugar Refining Company, the Pullman 
F^aee Car Company, the Crocker estate of 
San Francisco and many great financial 
interests. The instrumenta to be used are 
those devised by Allen T. Nye, who has 
already had some fierce legal fighto with 
the Bell company. The parent company 
is the Standard Telephone Company of 
New York. The entire country is to be 
covered by ttie organization of district com- 
panies, each embracing one State or more 
and controlled by local capitalists with the 
co-operation of the parent company. 

The main advances which the new enter- 
prise will make on the Bell telephone ser- 
vice are these: First, a rental of only |25 
a year wOI be charged tor the instramento; 
second, instead of fumisliing the eleotric 
current by means of batteries the new com- 
pany will employ dynamos; third, the in- 
strument is no larger than a man's hand 
and connections are made automatically. 
It seems to follow that this telephone will 
supplant the telegraxih. and such is the 
prediction made by the company. 

The importance of this enterprise is far 
greater than appears at a glance. The 
power of the Bell company has been so 
invincible, both financially and politically, 
that the use of new inventions and im- 
provemente and the operation of rival 
companies have been impossible. There 
never has been in America a more power- 
ful or autocratic monopoly than the Bell 
telephone. Still, through ita enterprise 
the country has enjoyed an exbellent tele- 
phone service, and, although the company 
is said to have made enormous profits, it 
has furnished the people with a service 
that has become indispensable. Indeed, it 
needed the wonderful prosperity of the 
Bell company to spur on inventors to 
higher achievements and capital to an 
exhibition of enterprise. It will be im- 
possible lor the Bell company to compete 
with the new company, as the recent in- 
ventions are beyond its control. All that 
is now left for it is to transfer ite wires and 
franchises to the new concern on the best 
terms that it can make. It seems hardly 
possible for it to buy out the new company. 

But the telegraph as well as the tele- 
phone companies are threatened, and 
these two combined would probably con- 
stitute the strongest financial and political 
force that aggregated capital can exercise 
in this country. It was doubtless this con- 
sideration that led the new company to 
organize with men representing$3()0.iJ00,iX)0, 
not including the local capital which will 
go into the organization of the district 
companies. It is a particularly interesting 
matter that although the Bell telephone 
and the telegraph companies have been 
rivals, the threat which the presence of the 
new company creates necessarily makes 
them partners in defense. It is claimed by 
the new company that it can transmit 
messages 3000 miles. This will render the 
telegraph obsolete. 

The fact that the presence in any com- 
munity of two telephone services will re- 
fiuire many users to have two sets of in- 
struments will be one of the strongest 
factors in forcing the old company out of 
the field. 



PEOGEESSIVE SAUSALITO. 

Among the lesser towns of the State 
where the spirit of reviving enterprise and 
progress is making itself manifest in prac- 
tical ways, is Sausalito. The recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court confirming 
the incorporation of the city, has infused 
the people with a desire to advance ite de- 
velopment as rapidly as is commensniate 
with prudence and business sense, and ac- 
cordingly the prospecte of progress in 
Sausalito just now are not inferior to 
those of any city of equal size in the State. 

Among the projected improvements of 
the place are the construction of good 
roads along the water front and on the 
hill. At a re»cut nierting of the citizens 
to consider these things, there was dis- 
closed a most commendable degree of pub- 
lic spirit among all who were present. 
The Sausalito Aewt quotes one of the 
speakers. Major Miller, as expressing the 
general sentiment in saying that the Half- 



million Club of San Francisco, and similar 
organisations in other cities of California, 
are signs of enterprise which, taken in 
connection with the new railroad, mark 
the beginning of a new era for the State, 
and that Sausalito must advance with her 
sister cities and profit by the new order of 
things. If this spirit of generous rivalry 
in the race of progress animates the lead- 
ing men of Sausalito, the outlook for her 
future is certainly bright. No suburban 
town in any part of tlie waM has more 
natural beauty and attractiveness tlum our 
neighbor across Uie bay, and in the com- 
ing decade there is no reason to doubt that 
the energy of her people will be rewarded 
by prosperity in every direction. 



As a result of the two blizzards that 
swept over Florida duriug'the past winter, 
it is said many of the hardiest orange 
trees over large areas of the State have 
been found to be not only blighted, but 
killed outright by long and reiterated 
freezing, and many of the most plucky 
and enterprising growers are talking of 
giving up the cultivation of oranges, in 
part at least, and devoting increased atten- 
tion to the raising of early fruits and veg- 
etables in competition with Bermuda. 



In urging the people of that city to make 
an earnest effort to obtain the next Repub- 
lican National Convention the New Orleans 
aiatet says; '-It is estimated that the con- 
vention will bring fully 125,000 visitors to 
this city, and from a business point of 
view it will be a bonanza to local trades- 
men, as the crowds will remain here from 
seven to ten days."

THE HEAVENS IN AFBU.. 

The revolution of the earth around the sun 

brings to our view In the course of a year ail 
portions of the heavens north of south declina- 
tion degrees at seasonable hours of the 
fvonlng. Th.jie who live fartliernorth see less, 
those farther south see more, in proportion to 
their latitudes. 

Strewn over this large section of the celestial 
sphere are fourteen fixed stars sufficiently 
bright to be classed as of the first magnitude; 
fortj-elght of second magnitude, and hundreds 
and even thousands of leaser magnitodea, 
omitting telescopic stets, which aie numbered 
by millions. 

The evenings of spring present to the star- 
gazer the most brilliant array of stellar lights 
that can be seen at any one time. By reason 
of some yet unknown law of distribution, the 
larger orbs show a tendency to be gregarious, 
and within an area of 60 degrees In diameter 
seven stars of first magnitude and an equal 
numl>erof second magnitude blend their radi- 
ance at present in the western heavens. But, 
as is known, the fixed stars are not the only 
stellar lights to be seen in the firmament. 

Five of the major planets are visible to the 
naked eye and may be seen in their allotted 
zone.which extends onfeach side of the ecliptic, 
and like that invlallde but mathematleal Une 
encircles the celestial sphere. TTnllke the fixed 
stars, whlclHor ages keep their positions with 
regard to each other almost unchanged, the 
planets roam singly, and in their destined pe- 
riod of months «r years pass ronnd the 
faeavena. For this reason they are often seen 
at wide distances apart on the planet highway, 
the zodiac. It happens, however, at present 
that no less than four planets tre visible in the 
evening sky, while three out of these add their 
gleams to the ster-strewn area fa the west. 

For this reaaeo it is being eoastantly asked 
Uiese weeks, "Whieh Is Jupltorf "Where is

Aldebaran?" etc., even thnse who are some- 
what familiar with tiie ciiiist«::a;l'-ins being 
confnsed by the sprinkling oi planetary gems 
in the starry outlines. 

The accompanying diagrams and a tew ex- 
planations will enable the cBsual star-gaserto 
distinglli^ll I '. tneeu the periaaiieiit Ughtsand 
the uanslent planetary visitors. 

The planet Venus, a few degrees north of the 
west point and the neatest of the brilliant orbs 
to the horlxon, is easily recognised by Its sil- 
very gleam and a^arent superiority in slse 
and radiance- 
It now sets past 9 o'clock in tiie evening, hnt 
Rs it Is approaching the earth It will be seen 
nearer to the zenith each evening at any given 
hour, setting later and later until July 11, 
when it will commence to recede toward the 
horizon and to set earlier, until it sets with the 
%un on the 19th of next September. Bnt it wlU 
continue to Increase in brightness until August 
13, when its diameter will be more than forty 
seconds of an arc, being then (telescopically) 
in the crescent phase. 

Very nearly as resplendent is the giant 
planet Jupiter, whose gleams come to us from 
theenormons dlitenos of 483,000,000 miles. 
It is numbered 7 In the first diagram, and can 
be easily lileutlfied ameng the surrounding 
sun In the eonstellatian "Semlnl. 

Castor and FoUux, the large orbs on tiie east 
sida.mtMtbe looked (or nearer tothesenlth 
than Jupiter. The planet is on the ecliptic, 
the horizontal curving line In the diagram, 
and also near the summer solstice, which Is 
rejoesented by the intoisectian of the vertical 
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Sooond Dtacram. 



line. The moons of Jupiter to be seen require 
magnifyiiis power, the fifth moon, discovered 
by Dr. Barnard of the Uek Observatory, re- 
quiring a lens at least fifteen inches in diame- 
ter. 

Jupiter Is moving slowly eastward along its 

wide orbit, w hich It takes nearly twelve years 
to traverse. Kuddy-tinted Mars, marked 2 In 
the diagram, is also moving eastward at a 
more rapid pace, and on April 25, having 
emerged from Its present peculiar position be- 
tween the horns of Taurus, will become for a 
few days the fellow-traveler of the giant 
planet; and then, speeding past it a little to 
the north, will eoavlete its smaller orbit In 
less than two years. 

Aldsboran, the large star In the Hyades, will 
be seen nearer to the western horizon, as shown 
in the diagram. Toward the and oi the month 
the wandering etesoent moon teoiporarUy ob- 
scures the brightness ei the glittering groups. 

The constellation of Orion, with Its starry 
belt and nost of bright stars, is known to all. 
Farther to the southwest is Sirins, the whitest 
and brightest of fixed stars, while to the north- 
west Is Oapella, the type of solar surs. Pro- 
eyon shines brlglitly a few degrees south of 
Cantor ami Pollux. Th« second diagram rep- 
resents the constellation 01 Leo in th« eastern 
heavens not far from the meridian. Toward 
the northeast i." Arcturus, toward the south- 
east Splca, and nearer to the horizon the planet 
(iatum, tbe ienrtcenth stellar light of the first 
ord«r now visible in the evening sky.

The use of electricity would, of 
course, greatly lessen the operating expenses 
of this line and it is sure to follow its introduc- 
tion In tbe line first spoken oi. .Vlthough the 
rates of fare between Buffalo and the falls are 
already quite reasonable the change will In- 
volve a reduction of about a half. It Is thotight, 
and Is a step toward the future greatness which 
Is bound to come to our city." 

G. S. Lane, a well-kf own miner, who has had 
a long experience In the fields oi both this 
State and Colorado, Is In the city, having just 
come up from the southern part of the State. 
It is his belief that the Riverside ond San 
Bernardino localities, on the range of moun- 
tains through that district. Is bound to be a 
pfoStabla field (or future mining operations. 
"I don't want to boom that section beyond 
reasonable possibilities," said he yesterday, 
"but my invL-ii};iii;c'ns, which were pretty 
thorough, lead me to believe that It isalocality 
rich in paying quarts. What are known as the 
McUaney discoveries have awakened a great 
interest In the locality and prospectors are 
floating In fast. The latest discovery of which 
I heard was at a point about twelve miles 
southeast of what Is known as Twenty-nine 
Palms and only a few miles from the spot 
where the McHaney developments were made. 
Some valuable quartz has been taken out 
there, from less thon five tons of which over 
$900 was obtained. The gold ore Is found in 
a copper-stained quartz, and some phenom- 
enal resultt are confidently predicted by ex- 
perts acquainted with the fields."

The other Two Members Are Still a 
Matter of Doubt and 
Perplexity. 



OOTemor Bndd has definitely decided 
npon the •ppointment of one of the mem- 
bers of the Code Commission, which was 
created by the last Legislature. .The gen- 
tleman who has been so honored is Robert 
Y. Hayiie, attornuy-at-law, of this city. 
Vi'ho will be the other two members is as 
yet a matter of donbt in the QoTemor's 
mind. 

"I have positively decided to appoint 
Robert Y. Hayne," the Governor said yes- 
teiday, "if that gentleman will accept the 
office, and I think he will. If r. Hayne did 
not seek it in any way. I spoke ol the 
matter t»liim several days ago and asked 
him if he would accept. He was a little in 
doubt and asked for time to consider. I 
have not seen him or beard from him 
since, but I dnoeiely hope he will aenre. 




He is an able and most careful lawyer, and 
I don't know of a man in this State who is 
better fitted for the important work that 
has been laid out for the commission. The 
statutes of California are in a deplorably 
mixed and ambiguous state, and a tnoroagh 
revision and codification is an ttrgent 
necessity." 

"Whom will yon appointastheothertwo 
Commi.ssioners?" was a?ked. 

'•I am not yet able to say," was the Gov- 
ernor's reply. "1 had pretty well fixed my 
mind on .tiidge Frank T. Baldwin of 
Stockt >Ti und 'Assemblyman Bulla of Los 
Angela, but I am in doubt as to whether 
or not either i f those gentlemen would or 
could serve, .hidge Baldwin is one of the 
ablest jurists in this Stste. and it is my 
earnest desire to liave Iiim on the commis- 
sion, but be is one of the Superior Judges 
of San Joaquin County and 1 don't know 
that he will accept the appointment. If 
he will be shall have it, that s all. 

"As to Mr. Bulla, that is another matter.' 
1 think be wonid accept and he would be 
my choice for the third Commissioner, but 
it "is not certain tiiai he is elifrible. He is, 
as yon know, a member of the Assembly, 
and in bis official capaci^ be helped to 
make the law that created the commission. 
■\Vhetlier or not he can accept and hold an 
office which he wa.» partly instrumental in 
making is not yet clear to mv mind. That 

?[aestion will have to be settled before I go 
arther in the matter. 

"John J. Boyce of Santa Barbara lias 
also been strongly rei;f'nimen'led to me for 
appointment on the commission. He is a 
very able lawyer and a good man and did 
good work in the way of bringing about 
the legislation that created the commis- 
sion." 

"Will yon appoint Mr. Boyce if either 
Jndge Baldwin or Mr. Bulla will not or 
cannot serve?" 

"I decline to say jnst what T will do in 
such a contingency. I may and I may 
not. The law./equires that" the two lead- 
ing political parties shall be represented 
on the commission. Well, Mr. Hasme is a 
Democrat and so is Judge Baldwin. Mr. 
Bulla is a llejmblican, and a pood one at 
that; so also IS Mr. Boyce. Either of tiie 
gentlemen wocld come within the pro- 
vi^-ions of the law." 

Mr. Haync was interviewed on the sub- 
ject yesterday. When asked if would 
accept the appointment he said : 

""lea, 1 have decided to accept the office, 
not for the money lh»re is in it, for that is 
comparatively small, bnt because I like 
that sort of work and beUere that I can do 
some good. 

"As regards the work of the commission, 
I think it should be confined to principles 
of law entirely and to an atlju'^traent of 
the codes, so that all present r.ialiK ts and 
ambiguities shall be done away with for 
all time to come. Every lawyer, every 
judge, every jury and every citizen in 
this 8tate must see the necessity for and 
tlie iniptirtance of this work. liuring ses- 
sions oi the Legislature the Commission- 
ers should be present to point out incon- 
sistencies and flaws in proposed legisla- 
tion, so as to avoid conflict of laws in the 
future." 

John J. Boyce of Santa Barbara, who is 
being urged for appointment as one of the 
Commissioners, was an earnest and untir- 
ing worker for the passage of the law, and 
attended the l>egislature all the time the 
bill was pending. On January 12 last he 
read a paper on the subject of a :x>de com- 
mission Mfore the San Ifrancisco Bar As- 
sociation. He is recognized as one of 
the ablest lawyers in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Senator Tirey L. Ford, who is 
not an aspirant for office under the law 
that created the commission, introdaced 
the bill in the Senate, and was its cham- 
p. .1 uii; i! it passed that body. The As- 
tetnbiy passed a similar bill, which was 
adopted as a substitute by the Senate and 
passed. The salarv of each Commiaaioner 
is to be %Vm a year.

CARSON CIIUOLD COIN. 

The Presence of Too Much 
Alloy Demonstrated Be- 
yond Question. 



Holders of the Money Will Not, 
However, Suffer on That 
Account. 



The publication by the Call yesterday 
of the facts in connection with tlie debase- 
ment of C.irson mint gold coins created a 
great sensation in financial and mining 
circles. Pine street was crowdetl through- 
out the day with men who occupied their 
time to the esclusion of other business in 
comparing Carson City coins with those 
minted elsewhere. The rMolt was donbt 
and uncertainty. 

Serwal experts gathered at the oiBae of 
the Mining Stock Association and with the 
aid of powerful microscopes compared 
coins. The result waa most gratifying to 
those who insist that the coins minted at 
Carson City contain more alloy than those 
minted elsewhere. 

It was found that all the egld coins beai^ 
ing the C. C. stamp irere of a lighter color 
than those minted in this citv. 'The weight 
was identical, but the difference in color 
was accounted for by the presence of a 
greater percentage of silver used as alloy. 
The C. C. coins when scraixd displayed 
this peculiarity to a marked deifrep. 

Inquiry among the bankers developed 
the fact that no alarm was experienced be- 
cause of the debasement of the coins. 

"They bear the Government stamp and 
were issued under Government auspices," 
said a banker. "For that reason the Gov- 
ernment is responsible. If the C. C. 
stamps arc not worth their face value, they 
will be e-xrhaiigeil, of course, withont 
question; should thevlack weight it would 
be another matter, for they are liable to 
be stamped, and the holder would suffer a 
slicbt loss. I am not aware fl at tbe i '. ( '. 
corns are objected to on thi.s ground. The 
value of the coins would not, in my judg- 
ment, be affected by the pw a e n ce of too 
much alloy." 

Secret Service Agent Harris ta giving the 
matter considerable attention, but the re- 
sult of his investigation thus far has been 
kept secret. It ia the general opinion that 
his report will be an interesting one. 

The Mining Stock .\ssociation is agi- 
tating the qtu stion of abolishing the mint 
at Carson City entirely. If that cannot be 
accomplished it will do all in its power to 
close the institution pending the investiga- 
tion now under way. Meanwhile the of- 
ficers of the association are gathering all 
the evidence procurable relative to the 
shortage, with the Tiew ef fixing tiie re- 
sponsibility for it.

The Armenian colonists of the city have 
become incensed at some remarks made by 
George Hall, the local Turkish Constil,and 
are loud in their denunciation of the lan- 
guage used, and, as they say, the uncilled 
for and prejudiced manner in which Hall 
spoke of the recent trouble between Turkey 
and Armenia. Mr. Hall in hia published 
remarks blamed the Armenians for all the 
trouble, and incidentally spoke of them as 
being a rather rebellious people. 

The Armenians here deny that the peo- 
ple of their land are disposed to plot against 
the Sultan's sovereignty. The Armenian 
nation simply demands the right to live as 
men should live in their own country and 
not iu the uncindtasble state in which they 
n ow are. 

They have no aecurity for their peraona 
or their property, it is declared, the taxes 
are exorbitantly high, and are levied with- 
out regard to justice ; religious persecutions 
and sacrileges are of common occurrence, 
and everv encouragement ia given to the 
lawless despotism of the Kurds and Turks. 
Under such a state of affairs, the Arme- 
nians here say, their compatriots have be- 
come impatient and restless, and have 
lifted up their voices in protest. There is 
no rebellion, they affirm, no dethroning 
nor anarchy in this action, but a simple 
vindication of the rights of the people. 

The blame for the present atate of affairs 
la laid to the Sultan now on the Turkish 
thronr. Exception is taken to Mr. Hall's 
atatemrnt that the missionaries are in a 
measure responsible. The local sym- 
pathisera aay that the missionaries have 
done much to'nvoid trouble, and have ren- 
dered, in a quiet but effective manner, 
great service to the Armenian cause.

Mi^oi Sntro will veto the bitmninons- 
rock-Sonthem-Padfio-monopoly ordinance. 
He made the announcement after a full 
hearing of the case from those most in- 
terested and who know most about it. 

His office was well filled with bitumin- 
ous-rock men and contractors and 
promptly at 10 o'dock the Mayor called 
for a beifiuuing of the presentment of the 
case. 

A. Walrath of the Santa Crnz Rock 
Paving Comi.any, in whose favor the ordi- 
nance would largely operate, took the floor 
at once, lie said he had been arraigned 
by the press as belonging to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad and desired to deny this. 
He owned his mine of bituminoos rock ; he 
owned the Soathem Pacific as others own 
it, in the way ot paying it freight charges. 

The question was simply that of secur- 
ing the best pavements for San Francisco, 
and the barring out of rock cooked at 
Santa Barbara was a move in that direc- 
tion. Bituminous rock could not l>e heated 
and chilled and heated again and remain 
sound rock. It must be cooked and laid 
whUe hot to get the best results. The 
Santa Barbara rock was not only disinteg- 
rated by heat at the mines but was heated 
again at a central point in the city and 
was carted throngh the streets and was 
chilled before beinp; laid. The poor pav- 
ing so much complained of, he said, illus- 
trated the imperfection in all this method. 

Thomas F. Hagerty, who announced him- 
self as a taxpayer and deeply interested in 
the matter only as such, but entirely fa- 
miliar wiTh the !-uliject, said: 

"Should this ordinance become a law it 
would be one of the most unjust and Illegal 
acts of special legislation ever enacted in 
any .American city, and it has for its object 
the handing over of the streets of this city 
to an unscrupulous monopoly that has 

?rown out of special privileges granted by 
ormer -Boards of Supervisors, who have 
combined their forces in this instance with 
the octopus to not only monot)olize the pro- 
ducts of the bituminous rock mines of this 
State, but to control the transportation of 
the rock by rail to where it is to be used. 

"The bituminous rock mines in this St^te 
are ao numerous and the quantity ao enor- 
mous that no private company could well 
control them, yet if they belonged to the 
State and were opened npand given free to 
anv one desiring to use them the passage 
of this ordinance would Still prohibit their 
use on the streets. 

**A. Walrath obtained a patent from the 
United States Government for a 'paving, 
roofing and building compound' on June 
1, ISSli, and this patent with this innocent 
title is the basis upon which tiie monop- 
oly was brought into existence, and it is 
the basis upon which this ordinance is 
framed and intended to in part embrace; 
tlie part that it does not embrace is de- 
signed to be embraced by the octopus. 

"In the specificationa of this patent it is 
modestly stated that 'the base of my com- 
pound is a new natural nrodnot which has 
recently been discovered in Santa Cruz in 
California,' and the claim set forth in said 
patent is for 'a paving composition con- 
sisting of bitominotis sand rock softened 
by steam. 

'•Such a claim as this is so ridiculous 
that any one versed in patent law would 
be .surprised that any court of law would 
sustain its novelty. This inventor pro- 
duces no cotnposition whatever. The na(»- 
ural elements have done that part. Nor 
has he devised any now process of .soften- 
ing the same, yet, through threats of law- 
suits and other means of intimidation, 
thoy have succeeded in deterring others 
from using this natural product. Finding 
that the United States patent could not 
be well sustained, if any legitimate 
contest were made on the merits of 
the case, thev have sought the aid of 
the Hoard of 5?'Mpervisor.s to help perp'^t- 
uate this monopoly, and this ordinance 
was drawn up to prohibit the use of any 
means of softening the bituminous sand- 
stone other than by steam, or spreading 
tiie softened iiiatvrial on the streets. It is 
evidei;t tli; r no member of the Board of 
Supervisors drew up this order, as it is 
clearly the work ot several comjwstent cs- 
nerts in California lev'islative enijineeriiit,'. 
No compettnt honest civil engineer would 
permit his name to be a'-sociated with such 
a measure that specified such a process of 
poulticinir tlie strefits." 

Mr. Jordan of the .Tordan Rifiraiaons 
Rock Conip:i:iy, the hiines of whii ii ;.rc in 
Santa Barbara, atiswered the argument of 
Mr. Walrath. He s.-,id that a Southern 
Pacific agent had been to see him with 
regard to oringinf: bis rod: to the city over 
their ruad. He replie d tint if they "could 
land it Tiere as cheaply as he himself could 
bring it they could strike a bargain, but 
not until then. The rate offered was $3 
per ton. while the company brings the 
rock bv water itself at less Ihun $1 ,50. He 
denied that the heating of the bitumen at 
the mine harmed it or that hauling it as 
they do in ti'.xht iron carts chilled it. 

Charles M. Shortridge addressed the 
Mayor next as a citizen, interested only ris 
a citizen with the best interests of the city 
at heart. 

"There has been much said which re- 
fierted upon the motives of the gentlemen 
who passed the ordinance. I come not 
here for the purpose of adding any new in- 
dictments nor part.cnlarly in urging those 
that have been made," said Mr. .''^bort- 
ridgo. "I come rather, if your Honor 
please, to give my judgment on the facts 
as stated which arc involved in this ordi- 
nance. 1 lay it down as a fact which can- 
not be disi)uted that the melting or the 

gartial beating of the rock at the mine in 
an Luis Obispo or in Uumboldt County 
does not in any manner destroy the rock. 
The geography of the affair has nothing to 
do with it, whether it comes from a little 
further south or north. It is the rock we 
want that is to be melted and put on the 
surface of the street, not as an ornament, 
but to actually stand the test which is put 
on a street. How do you meet that? 
Simply enough. Make an ordinance bind- 
ing the parties. 

"Suppose your Honor should desire to 
purchase some marble to finish this nnfia- 
ishcd ruin. Snpi)oae'it ahould be Penn- 
sylvania marble. Supposing you desired 
to bring it up to the City Hall, stop all the 
traffic on the street and have the men come 
there and work and prepare that marble. 
Would it be pertinent to the matter in 
hand whether that marble was cut and 
polished in I'ennaylvania or in Vermont 
and p;it into placef 

"If the Mayor will lay that ordinance 
aside, I would suggest that he replace it 
with one that has some breadth to It. The 
reault of thia will be that the citizens of 
San Francisco will provide the Mayor with 
sufficient fnnds to btiiid not only a few 
blocks in this city but at least 2.'iO miles of 
streets. There should be 250 miles of 
streets built and about 600 miles of side- 
walk. 

"These men here know that by your 
vetoing the measure and your making a 
new ordinance their business is in- 
creased. Do they snr that they cannot 
stand conipetitiont Then let them go out 
of the business. If I, your Honor, go into 
the contracting business and lind that I am 
not able to compete then I must go to the 
wall. I would aay ftirther that were it not 
for tha deep conviqtiona I have that I 
would net have left the engrossing dutiaa 
I have personal to myself and come 
here. Very little of my moaey haa 
been waatiad in trying to beautify 
thia boUding. Very little of my money 



has yet gone into taxation. True, I have 
now the honor of being a citizen of this 
great city. I came here as I may say a 
citizen of California, transferred my home 
here, procured a modast little place in 
which to live, and hope to pursue the call- 
ing that I have chosen with dignity and 
fairness. I do not come here to put my 
personality into this affair, but I consider 
that every man and dtisen who can look 
an honest Mayor in the face ia bound to 
come here, and, honestly as he may, urge 
that the Mayor veto this measure." 

The Mayor asked Mr. Shortridge for in- 
formation on the point as to how the ordi- 
nance tended*to create a monopoly. 

Mr. Shortridge smiled and said the an- 
swer was very simple. By preventing the 
producer from sacking the bitumen he pre- 
vented him from ahipping by veasel. W hat 
mattera it if the bitumen is brought here 
in hand-baskets so that it comes here 
cheaply? But it is as plain as day that the 
Southern Pacilic is » placing a handicap 
upon free competition in this matter, and 
instead of having the finest paved streets 
in the world the rates will be increased, 
poor work will be done, the people will be- 
come disgusted and our streets will be 
allowed to become a diagraee to civilisation. 

I. J. Trtunan followed in much the 
same lines. He said that we had just 
got through a season of the Legislature 
and were in htimor to look for bugs in a 
city ordinance lilce this. It was as though 
the bitumen was required to be cut in 
blocks of ten cubic feet. What would any- 
body think of such an ordinance? It nrao- 
ticallv excluded shipping the rock in snips, 
for if the bitumen waa aent in bulk it 
caiced in the vessel's bold and had to be 
mined again. Eight of the Board of Super- 
visors seem to be so much interested in the 
city that they do not care how they in- 
cur the enmity of its citizens so long as 
the Southern Pacific Company Is pleased 
and the owners of this mine. They might 
as well say out and out that they are giv- 
ing a monopoly of the street-pavmg to the 
Southern Pacific. 

"One thing I hope," he said, "that Uie 
present Superintendent of Streets will 
work for the city's interest. I do not be- 
lieve that the last two we had did so." 

J. W. ' McDonald, manager of the City 
Street improvement Company, came out 
strong on behalf of the ordinance. He 
uses Walratb's bitumen and said he be- 
lieved in the method of its preparation. 
He was very indignant at being classed as 
standing in With the Southern Pacific and 
with thievesl and vagabonds, as he 
claimed to have been by the two speakers 
who preceded him. He declared that 
bitumen could be shipped by water and 
that Captain Goodall would corroborate 
him. 

The Mayor then called upon G. W. 
Towle, who was present representing the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company. Mr. 
Towle said it was practically impossible to 
ship bitumen in bulk in vessels. He said 
the company refti.sed to take it, and they 
were very miich interested In having the 
order vetoed, as it would deprive them of 
a great deal of freight. 

A. J. Raich, manager of the San Fran- 
cisco Paving Company, whose mines are at 
San Luis Obispo and are those principally 
discriminated against, concluded the .sym- 
posium with a very brief address. He 
dwelt particularly on the provision in the 
ordinance which required that the bitumen 
used should be wholly free of sand, mica 
and all earthy matter. He said that there 
was no such bitumen. 

"Tills feature alone," said the Mayor, "is 
fatal to the ordinance. I had not noticed 
this feature. 1 may as well say now that I 
will not approv thi^ ..r li jance. I shall 
veto it"

The Grand Jury will indict the eight 
Supervisors who attempted to carry 
through the infamous bituminous rock 
ordinance, if the members of that body 
can get any proof thatthere waa corruption 
connected with the snapiclotia-looking job. 
Foreman Gagan haa determined to make a 
thorough roimd-np, aa the term of the 
present jury ia nearly over, and he Will net 
regardless of where the brands will strike. 
The jurymen are in harmony with their 
foreman, and the ei^'Iit Supervisors and ;;!1 
suspected of hnviup had any hand in the 
bituminous roi-k jiib will be forced to come 
before the Grand Jury and tell what they 
know. It has been reported to the Grand 
Jury that Supervisors King, Scully, Ben- 
jamin, Hirscb, Hughes, Morgenstem, 
Dnnker and Wagner are boodlers, and the 
jury ia determined to aacertain whether 
the aeenaed should be indicted or whether 
they shoold be exonerated from all the 
charges placed agidnat them. 

The matter was first bronght up before 
the Grand Jury yesterday and it was de- 
cided to make a thorough investigation of 
the case. Not only will the eight men 
who are now standing in a bad light be 
brought before the Grand Jury, but de- 
tectives will be put at work to ferret out 
the alleged collusion between the eight 
Supervisors and the persons who desired to 
obtain a monopoly of the bituminous rock 
business, the political manipulators of the 
Southern Pacific Company and the brok- 
ers, or go-betweens. The Supervisors will 
be bronght before the Orasd Jury at the 
next meeting of that body, which will 
probably be'on Monday. The eight sus- 
pects will be subjected to a close examina- 
tion and the day will probably be given up 
entirely to the alleged job. 

For the first time in the history of this 
city a Grand Jury will question the aots ol 
the Board of Supervisors, or at least a 
majority of a board, which attempted to 
railroad a job through. Nearly every 
Board of Supervisors in recent years has 
been accused of jobbery, but grand juries 
have lor some reason or other allowed 
their acts to pass without making an in- 
vestigation. The spirit of reform is awake 
and the members of the present Grand 
Jury are determined to indict any guilty 
member if evidence of guilt Cain be fonnd.

Items of Interest to Trap-Shooters — Prs- 
cantion Against Accidents. 

It would not be out of place if the differ- 
ent gun clubs of this city would use the 
same precaution against accident that is 
employed by sportsmen of many Eastern 
to wn s and cities. The Riverton Gtm Club, 
which is one of the most prominent trap- 
shooting organizations east of the Rockies, 
has had a notice posted on their grounds, 
and within full view of the sportsmen, 
bearing the following rules: 

1. Pointing a tiv.n at any one, $10. 

'2. Shooting at stray pigeons, $10. 

3. Shooting a gtm without permission of 
referee, except when at the score, $5. 

4. .Approaching or leaving the score with 
loaded gun, or turning from the score with a 
loaded or empty shell In the gun, $5. 

5. While at the score shooter must not close 
his gmi while trapper Is In the field. Fine for 
this ott'onse, .f'.2. 

Tliese same rules are enforced by the 
Westminster, Larchmont, Carteret and 
Tuxedo clubs. 

Accidents are very liable to happen at 
any time amone the most cautious sports- 
men and too much care in the handling of 
firearms caiuiot be used, especially so in 
sqnad-shooting at blue rocks. 

Nothing will injure the reputation of a 
club so much as a careless set of gunners 
who are always endamjering the lives of 
those about them by the reckless way in 
which they handle firearms. 

The following shooting contests will be 
held to-day: The Alameda Sportsmen's 
Association will shoot at live birds at 
Dieves', near San Leaiidro.

THE ASOLEB. 

Sight Liaei and Explosives Are Being Used 
la the Faper-Uill Creek. 

Now for troutiug. Sunday beiuE an off- 
day from the grinding-stone and the tirst 
real holiday of the open season, passengers 
on. the early boats and trains leaving this 
city for the north and soath need not feel 
at all alarmed or embarrassed at the ap- 
pearance of a strange and grotesque crowd 
of boys and men with baskets strapped on 
their shoulders and gumboots covering 
their nether extremities. 

People dressed as described are lovers of 
nature and of quiet S}iort. They are rep- 
resentatives of the so-called gentle art pas- 
time, and. generally speaking, good-hearted 
fellows who are always ready to share their 
catch with their less fortunate companions. 
Seldom anglers quarrel. A <;rowling, 
snarlins :!n'3'!tT is a curiosity, nut occa- 
sionally the curious is met "with during 
the first few weeks of the open season for 
trout-catching. 

It IS by no means a difficult thing to 
select from the angling army proper a 
raw recruit. A veteran stream-whipper 
can detect a new broom with closed eyes, 
as the tyro, although he may be totally 
ignorant of the art of trout-fishing, can 
out-talk a dozen practical fly-casters. 
When on a slivani the novice is a most 
confounded nuisance, as he will act ex- 
actly opposite to the wishes of the anglers 
who have learned from years of experience 
that much caution and discernment must 
be exercised w hi ii wading a creek so as 
not to discolor the water or disturb the 
fish in any way. 

The man with the new basket and 
angling outfit, tiiuess he should be in the 
company f>f some good advisers, is certain 
to kick up more sediment when wading a 
creek than would a herd of cattle. A trout 
is not a sleeping beauty any means, but 
on the contrary the denizens of the moun- 
tain streams are at all times on the alert 
and take warning at the least thing that 
happens out of the general routine. 

What more strange and frightful to a 
speckled or silvered beauty than a metro- 
politan dude who, to be in the sw im, must 
invest in an angling outfit. Kverything he 
carries must be new, not barring the cigar- 
ette, which is a luxury the new-man-on- 
the-stream cannot dispense with. One 
trial generally satisfies the novice that 
trout-Sshing is by no means the pleasant 
and rosy pastime be had been given to un- 
derstand. During the day, while in his 
wild dash llirfiugh the stream, he meets 
with many mi^haiK. His boots are nail- 
less and when least expected he finds him- 
self on all-fours with the cold and chilly 
water running down his back. The under- 
growth in some parts is heavy and tbe new- 
man-on-the-stream has- discovered, much 
to his chagrin, that to make a successful 
passage through the bramhled barrier 
he must get down on his marrow 
bones and crawl. If he is of a 
constitutii '11 fl-at is not impregnable 
to the attacks of poi.son oak, he may count 
upon a few weeks of torture which only 
those who had "< aught on" can illustrate 
correctly, and ot l oiirsc siich small inci- 
dents as may he accounted tVir in ilie way 
of scratched hands and faces and blistered 
feet are unworthy of mention, as they are 
of a very common kind. However, not- 
withstanding the many unexpected snr- 
prisesthe tyrowill meet when on a fronting 
outing he "can certainly hope for forgive- 
ness from tbeviaster mechanics of the rod 
if he will but adhere to the golden rule, 
which is to proceed cautiously when in the 
lead of a brother angler and not liick up a 
cloud of disturbance at every step he takes. 
Indeed, the angler who will adhere to dry 
land and keep out of the wet as much as 
possible is certain to return at the end of 
the day's whipping with the better basket 
of fish. 

Commissioner Emeric cannot have an 
eye on his deputies at all times, conse- 
quently he cannot be held responsible for 
many unsportsmanlike proceedings some 
of the deputies have been accused of. 
However, as the old adage truly says: 
"We do not have to go from home alwavs 
to find surprises." TJie C.'^ll has come 
out fiatfooted on the (pie^tioii of tish and 
game preservation, and whenever the 
Commissioners or their deputies fail to do 
their sworn duty the C.\ll will apprize the 
sportsmen and anplers of the state of the 
fact. Mr. Knicrii; has unquestionably in- 
augurated a lirst-class policy in the direc- 
tion of protection to game and fish, and to 
pursue it he must neces.s'arily remove ariv 
ofi^iccrs who will shrink from or neglect a 
duty he is owing the taxpayers <a this 
SUte. 

So far as protection to fish is concerned, 
the Call has excellent information now at 
hand of the manner in which the fish law- 
was observed last Sunday on Paper-mill 
Creek, in the vicinity of Tocaloma, which 
place is now noted as a hotbed for the 
foreign poaching element. Night lines 
and explosives were freelv used in the cap- 
ture of Bteelheads which had congregated 
in the deep pools of the creek in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Tocaloma. It is said that 
a deputy Fish Commissioner was on the 
stream on the day in question, but if he 
had been on duty he certainly neglected to 
visit the poachers' paradise. 

Bereral fish, ranging in size from six 
inches to two feet in length, were displayed 
by gentlemen of easy trade to sportsmen 
who were waiting over until Monday so as 
to get the cream of the opening dav of the 
trout-fishingseason. The snccesstuf poach- 
ers would give no e.xi'laiialion as to how 
they had captured their "beauties," but 
they seemed to be in no wise alarmed 
when given to understand that a Fish Com- 
missimier's deputy was somewhere in the 
neigfafaMthood. In fact tti^ aiBilad am« 



ningly when the name of a deputy was 
mentioned. On Monday morning six boxes 
of fish were shipped from Tocaloma to this 
city, and this ends the first chapter of the 
Fish Commissioner's good work on the 
Paper-mill Creek. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that the fishing in the vicinity of 
Tocaloma will not amount to much "this 
year. 

Some splendid catches have been made 
during the week in the T.a|_'unitas. One 
gentleman returned last Monday with a 
basket of seventy-five trout, ten of which 
weighed over one pound. The waters of 
the streams are in splendid order now and 
good sport should result to-day and to- 
morrow.

Pacific Gbovb, April 5.— J. Stanley 
Gosbey, a well-known bicyclist and mem- 
ber of the Reliance Club of Oakland, has 
distinguished himself as a daring bicyclist 
and lucky fisherman, and has caused a 
little stir in sporting circles by his wonder- 
ful ride and his big trout catch. 

On Saturday last the quiet streets of the 
"City of the Pines' ' were somewhat en- 
livened by the apiiearatu.e of a man on a 
wheel, but at first sight it was hard to as- 
certain whether it was a wheelbarrow or a 
bicycle he was on, as it was so loaded 
down with camping utensils, fishing-rods, 
ba.'^kets, bait-cans, etc. 

It was soon learned that the wheelman 
was going trout-fishing down the coast to 
the Little Sur, a distance of forty odd miles, 
over one of tbe heaviest and most danger- 
ous roads in this section of the State. At 
places the road runs so narrow that it is 




merely a trail, and often yon can look 
hundreds of feet below over a high preci- 
pice. Thesp did not daunt the daring 
rider, and he arrived safe at his destination 
some time that afternoon. 

Gosbey was quite disappointed at finding 
the creek so high, but, being a good angler, 
he climbed to the head waters of the creek, 
a distance ot nearly fifteen miles, carri'ing 
his outfit un his back, and here he met 
with better luck and soon had a whopper 
hoolred. It just took him twenty-two 
minutes to land his enormous prize, but he 
said it seemed a week. 

His eight-ounce rod bent under the 
heavy strain and at any moment be ex- 
pected the little No. 4 hook to break. The 
fish measured 3.S>Xinch ? lonsr.nnd weighed 
just i>M pounds. The" next was also a 
steelhead, 28 inches lone and scaled 6]4 
pounds. The remainder of his catch aver- 
aged from 6 to 16 inches, and the total 
weight was 32pounds. 

When Mr. Gosbey rode into town with 
his catch he was the observed of all ot>- 
servers. Tbe wheelnuui ma^ angler is a 
finely built young man and as strong as an 
ox; ne has made several records on his 
wheel. At one time he rode from Oakland 
to Pacific Grove, a distance of 125 miles, in 
eleven hoars. He has left for San Jose to 
train for the races on the 19th inst.. and 
expects to carry off some of the honors.

KotiRthstanding this, all 
the berths have wire mattres.ses of the 
ordinary width of a double bed, 4 feet 4 
inches. The cabin is paneled with lin- 
oustra 'Walton and plate-glass mirrors.

Ingenious 
devices lor stonii-'e b.ive been used by Com- 
modore Iieouard. The^e consist of a set of 
long drawers which s:iae under -Oie after 
deck.

The handicap at six furlongs looked so 
close on paper that there was little to 
choose from in the odds, Amette having a 
slight call a.s they went to the post, jjon 
Fulauo.

Poctor Robert S. Macbeth Is 
Held In Custody on a 
Serious Charge.

An Autopsy Revealed That She 
Died Through a Criminal 
Operation. 



Another case in which a woman had 
died from the effects of s criminal opera- 
tion was brought to the attention of the 
authorities yesterday, and as a result of it 
Dr. R. S. Macbeth occupies a cell in the 
City Prison, awaiting the placing of a 
charge of murder against hi? name if. 
after investisat;i)n, the circumstances war- 
rant such artioii. 

The victim in this case is Mrs. Catherine 
Quinn. the wife of a mining engineer, who 
is now on his way from Mexico. The 
woman died at 120:i Market street, where 
ghe had been living with her two children, 
a hoy and a girl. The facts thus far ob- 
tainable and in the hands of the police 
seem to implicate Dr. Macbeth in a man- 
ner which warrants his arrest.- 

Before her death Mrs. Quinn made a 
statement which is now in t!ie possession 
of District Attorney W. S. Barnes. In it 
she said tliat on the 16th of last month she 
went to Dr. Macbetb's office for the pur- 
pose of having an operation performed. 
At the time a friend of hers— Mrs. Annie 
Fulton— was with her. The latter re- 
mained while \ho operatiou per- 
formed. Two liays afterward Mrs. Quinn 
was taken very "ill, »nd on tne SOth of 
jiarcli she sent" a request to Dr. Macbeth 
to call and see her. 

Dr. Machi'ili rpfu.«ed to respond to the 
call, and tlu n Dr. I'aton was called in. 
lie saw that the woman was in u very 
serious condition and called Doctors Stone 
ami Mays in ninsnlt. Their uniied 
efforts were !:i \ a'ld M r-^. '^i iinn ;;rad- 
iially sank until deutli came t.> lier relief. 

The niite-niorteni statement was taken 
in the presence of Assistant District At- 
torney Peixotto .ind Detectives Gihson and 
Hocan. 

When taken ;o the City Prison Dr. Mac- 
.beth, who is a middle-aged man, and who 
has been in practice in tliis city for over 
thirty years, reiu.sed to have anything to 
say regarding tlie ca^e. All that he would 
say was thjt lie knew lie had done no 
wrong, and that \vhon hi* case caiue -iji 
for trial lie couM prove his inno- em e. ll-' 
had been taken into custody bef.'r. Mrs. 
tjuiun s death, but when irifornied iater 
that the woman was dead he expressed but 
little concern. 

An autopsy, which was maiie by Dr. 
Barrett, revealed the fact that Mrs. Quinn 
died from peritonitis, the result of a crimi- 
nal operation. An inquest will be begun 
on Monday, and all persons connected with 
it will be examined. Although Dr. Mac- 
beth is not charged on the prison books 
■yet with anv crime, he is kept in close con- 
finement, ^he evidence which the police 
have is somewhat incomplete, bnt they say 
that they expect to have evidence sufficient 
to formally ctiarge the doctor. 

The prisoner took his arrest rather 
easily last evening and sent out for blan- 
kets. sheet. pillows and everything neces- 
sary to make himself comfortable in his 
cell. Ife refused, though, to .say anything 
regarding his case and the circumstances 
connected therewith. Macbeth has secured 
the services of Robert Fcrral as attorney, 
and the latter says he will priivo his client 
innocent of the charges which have been 
brought a^inrt him. Dr. Macbeth has 
been in trouble of the same kind on one or 
two occasions before, bnt has always man- 
aged to clear himself as far as punishment 
was concerned.

Goods Merchant and 
Financier.

One more of California's oldest pioneers 
has gone the way of all ;'e-:i. Joseph A. 
Donolioe. the banker, expired at his resi- 
dence. oi:ii Harrison street, last eyening at 
9:.S0 o'clock. 

The dece«?ied financier came from Xew 
York to this coast early in 18.'>0, accom- 
paiiiiil by liis late business associate, 
Kugene Kelly. He spent several of his 
earlier years in California mining for gold 
in the eastern part of the State. His ef- 
forts not turning out succeasftilly, he re- 
turned to this city. 

Mr. Donohoe's next venture was a dry- 
goods concern, in partnership with Daniel 
Murjihy and Adam Crknt, under the firm 
name of Kugene Kelly & Co. In Ixil 
Messrs. Kelly and Donohue retired from 
the concern ami established a banking- 
house under the style of Uonohoe, Ralston 
<t Co. This tirm was ilissolved three years 
later, when the two associutes established 
themselves in the banking business as 
Donoboe, Kelly & Co. 

Finding the need of an Kastem branch 
Eugene Kelly went to New York and there 
founded the 'Kugene Kelly A Co. bank, the 
same, of course, acting as correspondent 
of the original bank in this city. 

After the lapse of a numlx>r of years it 
was decided, the better to faciiicaie busi- 
ness, to incorporate the two house:, unili-r 
the tirm name of the Donuboe-Kelly bank- 
ing Company, and the two inaUtutions 
thereupon passed into the oontral of that 
corporation. 

Many pathetic stories are current reUip 
live to'Banker Donohoe's last Illness. Tt is 
but a few months age since Eugene Kelly, 
his life-long friend and business associate, 
died, and Mr. Donohoe is reported to have 
said, on hearing of his death: "Poor 
Kugene is gone. 'Well, we have been part- 
ners for so lon^ now that 1 suppose I must 
soon join him in the other world." 

Mr. Donohoe's death was due to a com- 
pli'iation of maladies, Brlght's disease, 
complicated by stomach troubles and the 
grip. Since he returned iroiii abroad last 
September be had been ailing, but it was 
only last Sunday that his disease com- 
pelled him to take to his bed. His physi- 
cians, Drs. Chismore and MacMonagle, 
never from the first entertained any hope 
of his recovery.

The Supreme Court yesterday affirmed 
the judgment of the Superior Court in 
favor of Harriet II. Fairchild in ber case 
against the Board of Education. 

Prior to September 14, 1892, Miss Fair- 
child had been for ten years a principal, 
elected for no definite term. On that day 
she obtained a leave of absence until July 
1, 1893. At the time of ber vacation she 
was principal of the Potrero School, and 
when she returned demanded to be al- 
lowed to resume that position. Her re- 
quest was denied and sbe was placed in the 
day substitute class. Miss Fairchild pro- 
tested ind obtained a judgment in the 
lower court compelling the Board of Edu- 
cation to reinstate her, against .which the 
board took an apiieal. 

Yesterday the Supreme Court affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court. It lays 
down the law that the Board of Education 
can pass no niles in i-ontravention of the 
statutory provisions, saying: 

tjpon returning from her vacation plaintiff 
was entitled to enter upon the performance of 
the duties of a principal teacher, it not In ber 
former school at least In one of like grade, 
.siic was likewise entitled to receive the com- 
pensation belonging to her grade. To 1111 ner

The revenue cutters Bear and Richard 
Rush arc now in port prcpariiii: for a cruise 
to lieriii,;; Sea, aiol ihi- oiticcr; on both ves- 
sels will spcuil away on tiie northern trip 
with light hearts and joyous expectation;". 
For tbe first time in many years has the 
chance for promotion in .the service been 
opened, and advances will occur all along 
the line. In the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress the following amend- 
ment was tacked on to tbe sundry civil 
bill and passed after a bitter fight: 

That the I'resident of the I'nited States 1? 
hereby authorized to cfUiveTie a hoard to lie 
comtMised of three surge<)ns of .Marine llo.^pitul 
service, to examine ami report upon all oltir,.rs 
now in the revenue nitter st^rvit f \\ ho, tlirouKli 
ni> vicious hahits of their own. are now ini-a- 
pacitat.'il hy reason "f the inririiii'ics of ai;e r,r 
pliysii'a! or'meiilal <}i^iii!ility !<> fftici. titly per- 
il ir'iu llif dulies of their rrM"'i i i v.- ..ili' i-^. .\ nd 
sui'ii oflict-rs as, under llu' ri i;.i- ot liiisact, 
mav be reported by said board to be so perma- 
nentlv incapacitated shall be placed on wait- 
ing orders out of tbe line of promotion, with 
one-half actual duty par, ana the vacancies 
already created in the active list of officers 
shall be filled by promotion in the order of 
seniority, ax now provided by law ; provided, 
however, that no such promotion shall be 
made until the professional qualities of the 
candidates 'aball be determined by written 
examination before a board of officers of the 
revenue cutter service, convened by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for that purpose ; provided 
further, that tbe number of olBcers upon the 
actual list now authorized by law shall not be 
Increased by this act. 

There is a history in connection with the 
passage of the foregoing clause in the sun- 
dry civil bill. The legislation was cffi'cted 
liy the Alexander Hamilton Cluli repre- 
sented hy Engitieer-in-Chief J. \V. Collins. 
Tbe club is composed of officers in the ser- 
vice, and was organized sii years ago for 
the purpose of effecting the transfer of the 
service to the naval establishment. The 
effort was abandoned at tbe end of the 
Fifty-second Congress, but the club still 
continued in existence, with tbe better- 
ment and improvement of the .same in 
view. In a ciicular addressed to those 
concerned Engineer Collins tells of the 
troubles which had to be surmounted in 
gettmg Congress to act on the retirement 
and promotion proiiositiur.. I ho bill was 
defeated in July, WM, by lilibustering on 
the part of "Champ" Clark of Missouri, 
and in Febmary tbe only hope for the 
measure appeared to lie in incorporating it 
in one of tae appropriation bills, the naval 
and sundry civil bills bein^ the only ones 
to which "it was germane. A light was 
made to get it tacked to the former, but it 
was Anally put on the latter, and Senator 
Krve remained on guard until 3 o'clock in 
the morning of the last day of Congress to 
see that it was not knocked out. 

The light was a gallant one, but now 
that the I'oiiit has been carried tbe mem- 
bers of the service are asking each other ! 
what has been accomplished. 'The younger 
otlicers answer the question by saying, 
"We have been promoted." Those who | 
have been on waiting orders are inclined to 
growl on the proposition that their pay 
has been reduced from three-quarters to a 
half. The fact of the matter is that this 
much has been gained for the service: The 
officers who were on waiting orders are 
assured of a pension for life, and arc put 
on the same plane aa army and navy offi- 
cers. But for those w iio be xetiied in 
the future tbe outlook is dark. No pro* 
vision is made for them. 

riie oilicers on this coast who will profit 
bv the new law are:

Sea 'Water at Tarions Places Has Pllfer- 
ent SfTects on Alomlnna. 

In an article on the corrosion of metals 
by sea and other water, by M. F. Baucher, 
published in La Revue Maritime et Colon- 
ielle, the suggestion is made that tbe not 
infreiiuent anomalies may bu due to tbe 
action of inirro-organlsnis, which, infest- 
ing .some particular liarlinr, may give rise 
to corrosive secretions, whirh arealisi-nt in 
the general waters of the ocean. Thus 
lilatcs of )iiire aluminum iniuierstd hy 
American engineers in the Norfolk Roads 
for a period of three months were badly 
oorroded at the end of that time. On the 
other hand, experiments made in France 
8hoW«i that commercial nhiminmn was 
practically unatuicked by sea water, and 
in one instance two aluminum plates 
ii xed to the bottom of a French sailing 
ship were found practically uninjured after 
a voyage rotmd the world. 

M . Haucher therefore determined to ex- 
amine sea water obtained from different 
localities. The amount of salts contained 
in sea water varies from 13.14 parts per 
lOOfi 111 the Atlantic (Jcean to as niiioh as 
40.7 parts per lUlJU near .Marsi-ill.'s. Ilfiue, 
if introduced into boilers, the Mediterran- 
ean water is more likely to cause damage 
than ocean water. Near estuaries and the 
shore line generally a considerahlo pr i- 
riortion of nitrates arc found, ai i-in;: inou 
fermenting organic matter. Toulon is 
specially badly off in this respect, as tbe 
' ' ■ range Is very small. Experiments

HIDES, TALLOW, WOOL AND HOPS.

There Is probably no beverage so often spoiled In 
Its preparation as coffee, snl there are few things 
rarer than a really good cup of eit, er breakfis: or 
af u r-dinner coSee, Of course, much depends iipuu 
the berry Itself and much upon the ross.ing 
and grinding, but more than wo are apt to take 
Into consideration depends upon the deameea and 
tenic.er.iture of the water and the state of both tea- 
kettle and coffee-pot. 

It is generally conceded that a mixture of Java 
and Mocha In proportions to suit the trste Is tlie 
best all-round coffee in the market, and the price ot 
this has the last week been raised by most ot the 
leading grocers. As one of tbem naively remarked, 
It was necessary either to low er the grade or raise 
the price, and he wisely clu s ' the latter alterna- 
tive. Th? mixture of one-tiilrd .lava and iwo-tliirda 
Mocha, which has bef n sdlini; ler 3.^c and 37) ac a 
l)oiind, Is now sold fnr 40c, and irobably not one 
bean, even at that price, has ever seen the shores of 
Java or ripened under the tropical sun of Arabia. 
But there Is much In a name, and the graini which 
we know as Java and Mocha have a distinctive ex- 
cellence. 

To have onrtaTortte breakfast beverage In pei^ 
fectlon It should be bnmt at home in small quanti- 
ties, but as that means labor, few ot us are willing 
to attempt It. It must be baked In the oven when 
one has not the little roaster which comes for the 
piirjiose. and stirred carefuli.y ever,v few moments, 
turning the pan from time to tinv that each kernel 
may be ttioroitcliiy roasted, but uot one l>nrned. If 
tla^y are underdone the coffee w ill be tasteless, and 
the peculiar bitter flavor of burnt coiTee Is in- 
tensely disagreeable. Wlieii the berries are a rich 
dark brown and crisp all through they are done, 
and while still hot should b<. shaken together with 
the white of a raw egg, slightly beaten till each 
kernel Is coated. This forms a covering which 
preserves the fiavor of the berry and helps In clear- 
ing the coffee after It Is ground. But whether one 
roasts her own coffee or buys It already roasted. It 
is a shame tor any one to buy the ground prepara- 
tion, where there Is so much room for adulteration. 

Chicory has its advocates, and is at least harm- 
less, but It ruins the beverage for a coffee lover; 
yellow ocher is bought by the barrel for the pur- 
pose of giving to the adulterated article the right 
co.or, and beans, barley, etc., play a not inconsid- 
erable part In It. And by the way. few people 
know how good a substitute for coffee is that 
strength-giving grain, barley. Farmers' wives 
burn and grind It and prepare it in the same wb.v 
they would coffee, and It is infinitely more pal- 
atable than many preparations retailed as the 
pure article, besides possessing the merit ot being 
what it pretends to be. 

So, to have really good coffee. If yen will not 
born It, at least grind It yourself, and grind only as 
much as Is needed at tbe time, allow atahlespoonful 
of ground coffee for each person, and beat It In an 
immaculately clean coffee-pot with an egg, or part 
of an egg and a few drops of cold water, till the 
whole Is a thick paste. 

If ho water Is used there is dan:ter of the egg 
caking the coffee and pre vent tn,^ i: s ing out the 
whole of its aroma and flavor. I ii.- t.-akettle as 
well as the coffee-pot should he vcr.v cV-uit inside, 
and it is well to have a small k- it!' !<• ; t sciel.c for 
the purpose of making tea and ccfTH. . it snonld 
be filled with clear cold water— never jroni the hot 
water boiler— and when its conlehta boil iiour tbe 
water at once upou the coffee, allowing a pint to 
three tablespoonluls for a breakfast cup, or half 
that quantity for the after-dinner coffee. It shoaid 
be allowed to come to a boll, closely covered, and 
should then he stirred down and kept at the boiling 
point for ten minutes. The first few spoonfuls of 
coffee may not be quite clear, and it Is wise to put 
them hack into tbe coffee-pot and add a spoonful 
of cold water and let It stand unrtisturhed tor a 
minute or two. when it will he ready to serve. 

The best corti e would lose in flavor If taken from 
the huge mountain of criick'-ry which some cups 
are, so much d.M-s ttie eye aftrrt rlie sense of ta-ste, 
80 ser\ e It in no: too large a t up, and one of as tine 
texture as possible, and. It It can be done, alwavs 
have cnaiu witii which to temper the heatof the 
lortee It IS (piite common to have hoc milk In- 
stea<l of cream, but there Is a quality about coffee, 
uulike tea, which Is lost It the bever(«e is uken too 
hot, though the other extreme is to be avoided as 
fatal. If hot mOk Is used, it should never be 
allowed to boll, as that gives it a peculiar fiavor, 
very unplea.sant to many people. As tbe milk be- 
gins to beat, heat It till it is covered with a thick, 
ngbt froth, and use this forthe <:offee If you wish 
to give the impression of having used whipped 
cream. It Is really a very good imitation. 

There are many who stand out boldly as enemies 
of coffee, parlicuiarly a.s the morning cup. Indeed, 
tbe Arabs themselves say that rather than take 
coffee upon an empt.v stomach, one should swallow 
a button from his coat, but until some one will dis- 
cover something to take its place, which neither 
cocoa nor tea, nor even the hydropathic dose of hot 
water will ever do, tbe majority of ns will continue 
to drink coffee and bear tbe consequences.

The girl had a mania for building tires, 
and had kept the neighborhood in terror 
for a long time through her incendiary 
propensttiM. 

On Thursday she collected a great quan- 
tity of paper from empty lots in the neigb- 
borhood, and started a bonfire in the 
straet. ▲ number of the neighbors' chil- 
dren were invited to participate in a dance 
about the pile of burning refuse, but were 
called away by their parents, and Rachael 
continued her play by herself. Suddenly 
a tongue of flame oauLi t !i' r light dress, 
and in a moment • 'i tire. 

A neighbor, Mr-. ' : K,-, ker. saw her 
danger, and ru^hir.^ to r ;i>si?tani.-e, at- 
tempted to subdue the iiunie.-i. Hirdres.*, 
too, caught lire, and she was for a rao- 
tnent in danger of in ing burned to death. 
Passers-by put o it the fire, which had 
cumea nearlv all the clothes from the 
child's bodv and =hi' was carried into her 
home, where jiliv-ii ians who w^ere called 
didallthev em ld t.. alleviate her suffer- 
ings. Iter l>;u k and lower extremities 
were badly 1 irneJ and the doctors at once 
pronouiH <••'. her ease hopeless. 

The Sniiih family, to which the dead 
girl belonged, has a sad history. The 
father. .\Draham Smith, is blind, and his 
liour^cliold consi.-iting of four sinall chil- 
<!ren befides the one who was bamed, hare 
sub-isted on charity for years. 

About a year ago his wife died and since 
ihat time the children roamed the streets 
at will and have eaased the authorities no 
end of trouble through their begging pro- 
pensities. 

Mrs. Sanford of the Hnmane Society has 
repeatedly tried tohavetlie jounger chil- 
dren sent to some public institution where 
they could be cared for, but the father al- 
v-ays resisted such eSorts, pleading that 
he needed some oa« to look after turn in 
his helpless state and that it would he 
cruel to deprive liira of the company of 
his children. 

This is the third child Smith has lost 
within two years. 

Mrs. Becker was not badly bamed, but 
was prostrated by fear and excitement.

Berkeley Bays 'Wk* Are la TtaialaK 
for aa Basten Trip. 

The Univendty of California will send an 
athletic team across the continent in May 

to meet the crack athletes of the Eastern 
colleges. It has thq athletic material for a 
good team, it bad tbe enthusiasm and pub- 
lic spirit 10 raise for the project a tlioasand 
dollars in twenty minutes, and it has a 
hope fonndea on good ground that the 
team itsends will win at least fouriii. if not 
third place at the great intercollegiate field 
day. 

Arthur North, '96, will act as manager 

and captain of the track and field; Fred- 
erick Koch, '9*i, will head the team. 

The selection of the team will lie with 
the executive committee of the Athl«HUlc 
Association and Captain Koch and Mana- 
ger North. The places are as yet all open, 
but the make-up of the team ciin, with one 
or two exceptions, be predicted with fair 
accuracy. 

For the sprints there are STailable Scog- 

gins. Barnes and Hupp. 

Koch, who will go as captain, can put 
the shot forty feet and run 440 yards in 51 
sLM'onds. One other long-distance runner 
will be taken, and it lies between Colt and 
Hilboni. Colt can do the half in 1:80. 
Hilhorii is a protalsing candidate for both 
tiie ■t4U-vard run and the half mile. 

For tlie field men there is first of all 
Edgren, who is sure of a place. He has a 
record for the hammer-throw of 130 feet. 
In the hurdles Dyer has a record in tbe 120 
yards of 16 seconds. Hoffman is good in 
the pole vault, but probably no contestant 
will be put into the event, as tbe Eastern 
record is well upon the standards. 

Woolsey stands sure of getting first place 
on the broad Jumii, as be has now a record 
of fr, t. will. '1 i~ also the present inter- 
c'lI'- .-.ie reiord. The Caufomia boys 
should win ix)Ui first and second place in 
this event, as Melville Dozier, freshniaii, 
jumped 22 feet 1 inch at the last field day, 
although this was cut down somewhat by 
tbe official reckoping. 

Dozier will have a surprise in store for 
the Kastern college cyclists. He has a 
present record, unofficial, of a mile which 
is 17 seconds ahead of the intercollegiate 
reconl. 

For the high jump, Patterson or Koch 
will l>e used. Patterson now holds the 
U. C. record of S feet 11 }j inches, aud if he 
can raise that to 6 feet he can afford to meet 
any record-maker from ti>e Bastcm col- 
leges. 

Blake can do the mile walk in 7:12. The 
mile run will probably not be attempted. 

For the Si'O-yard run Koch or Hilborn 
should I)f able to break the tape in not 
less than 1 :.59 and do the 440-yard run in 
:5l or at most :51 2-o. Scoggins must 
cover the 330 in 23 seconds to stand's 
chance in the contest. 

When it is remembered that the U. C. 
cinder track, taking five laps to the mile, 
is 4-5 of a second slow for the 230 and 1 2-5 
seconds alow for the 440, it will be seen 
that California's college sprinters have 
quite a margin fcr modest hope. 

It is now some fifteen years .since ath- 
letics at Berkeley began to assume any im- 
portance. The University bad very poor 
track facilities then, but the rivalry be- 
tween it and the Olympic Club was so keen 
as to bring out some good results. 

A dual league between Stanford and tbe 
State TJniTersity was formed in tB, and in 
the championship games the Palo Alto 
athletes made 81 points to their oppo- 
nents' 95. 

Blake, Patterson and Koch are still in 
the race. Scoegins and Hupp take the 
jilaee of Mays in "li:!. K;lt;ren takes up Mor- 
row's Work aiiil tlirows the hiiiiinier l.l 
feet farther. Woolsey raises the broad 
jump to 22 feet. 

In '94 the coast championship games 
gave Palo Alto .'W to Berkeley's 9fi; a count 
within two points of the prediction of the 
Berkelev track captain. North. Koch has 
made the half in 2:0515; Patterson the 
high jump to 5 feet 10^ inches ; Koch the 
shot-put to 37 feet 6 inches ; Edgren the 
hammer throw to 117 feet. 

In the fall of '!14 I'atlerson jumped an 
inch higher, Koch tossed tbe shot 40 feet 2 
inches. Edgren i.ut the hammer 127 feet, 
and Blake brought the mile walk (^tow to 
7 minutes.

Rudolf Spreokels Casts More 

Reflections Upon His 
Father.

Proceeding's to Dissolve an Injunc- 
tion Against the Nevada 
Bank. 



The case of Rudolf Spreckels against 
the Nevada Bank was continued yesterday 
in Judge Sanderson's court and developed 
the existence of some sense of wrong still 
rankling in the mind of Rudolf Spreckels 
against his father, ('laiis Spreckels. 

The case came up on a nuitioii to dissolve 
a preliminary injunction issued at the in- 
stance of Rudolf Spreckels against the 
Nevada Bank to restrain it from trans- 
ferring certain stock to a company in 
Hawaii. The bank desired to transfer tbe 
stock from Rudolfs name to the Hawaiian 
company in order to protect it as collateral, 
fearing that Kndolf's implication in the 
recent troubles 'in Hawaii might endanger 
the securities. Rudolf had protested that 
there was no implied agreement that the 
stock should not be transferred from his 
name, and it was to the question of this 
implied agreement that counsel specially 
addressed themselves yesterday. E. P. 
Cole appeared for Rudolf Spreckels and 
Delmas & Shortridge for the Nevada Bank. 
J. D., A. B., Rudolf and C. A. Spreckels 
were in court, the two first as attorneys in 
fact in the transfer transaction for their 
father. 

Besides Rudolf Spreckels' reliance upon 
the implied agreement, he yesterday filed 
a new affidavit denying in strong terras 
that he had been implicated in the Ha- 
waiian revolution, and declaring that "the 
contest between C. A. and Olaus Spreckels 
and the collaterals to secure it were only 
transfened by Claus Spreclels to the de- 
fendant to enable him to have the stock 
of alliftiil chaiigeil in tlie books of the coni- 
pany, and the purpose of defendant in 
trying to violate the agreement entered 
into uetween plaintiff and said Claus 
Snreckels is to assist, a'd and abet the said 
Claus Spreckels in the performance of his 
threat publicly made that he would yet 
ruin and destroy aOiant and break him aud 
to give said Claus Spreckels control over 
the corporation. 'That said Claus Spreck- 
els is trying hard to injure the credit of 
atliant to "prevent the payment of the debt 
of C. A. Spreckels when it falls due." 

This affidavit was introduced late in the 
afternoon after counsel had stated the case 
and testimony had been introduced by 
both sides. Attorney Delmas opened with 
a review of the circumstances leading up 
to the suit. He said that about a year ago 
certain transactions between Claus Spreck- 
els and C. A. Spreckels had led to the 
transfer of certain property from father to 
son, and in security of repayment C. A. 
Spreckels had pledged certain stock to his 
father. Rudolph Spreckels, as part surety 
for his brother, had pledged to his father 
5000 shares in Paahau Plantation Com- 
pany stock in Hawaii. This transaction Was 
consummated last year, being evidenced 
in a formal written agreement or contract. 
Among the securities for tbe repayment 
were tlie 5000 shares of Rudolf, now worth 
1500,000, which were transferred to the Ne- 
vada Bank. Subsequently, about the fiist 
ot the vear C. A. Spreckels paid tbe first 
installnient of his detit and wasgiven back 
half his security, including 250O shares of 
the Paahau Plantation stoi k. Later the 
bank hearrl that ituilolf Spreckels had be- 
come implicated i u the Hawaiian revolu- 
tionj«Bd to protect itself proposed to send 
the remaining 2600 Paahau shares to the 
Hawaiian Islands to transfer them to the 
company there ami thus complete the 
pledge. Now Rudolf claimed he stood in 
danger of irreparable injtuy by tlM trans- 
fer. 

Mr. Delmas referred to the allegation of 
Rudolf Sjireckels that a jiarolc agreement 
bad been made qualifyine the written 
agreement as improbable, fie said it was 
vouched for by the plaintill alone, while it 
was denied "by C'laus Spreckels, J. D. 
Spreckels (attorney-in-fact for his father) 
and by the >'evada Bank. It was contrary 
to law and conunon -sense that men deal- 
ing in hnndreu of thousands of dollars 
should reduce an understanding to a solemn 
written agreement and then qualify or 
annihilate it'by an oral agreement. 

Attorney Cole, for Rodolf Spreckels, then 
gave his Tersion of the affair. He said that 
on January 4, 18!M. Clans Spreckels had 
made over property of "n-ai value to liis 
son, C. A. Spreckels, to oe paid lor in two 
years. Rudolf Spreckels possessed SOOO 
shares ot Paahau stock, which stood in the 
name of Clatis Spreckels in the Ixioks of 
the company. Rudolf claimed that he had 
put up this stock as security for his brother 
on condition that bis father transfer the 
shares to him and they be retransferred to 
his father in blank on the understanding 
that they shouid not lx> transferred out of 
Rudolf's name until after the maturitv of 
the debt of 0. A. SpreoiBelB. This agree- 
ment was collateral to the written con- 
tract. The securifv was assigned to the 
Nevada Batik in Ilei ember. 1894. Of the 
debt, Jch'iI.T.iO had been paid and as much 
remained due in 18H6. being fully aacared. 
But in the meantime the bank threatened 
to send this stock, part of the security, to 
Hawau for the purpo.se, Mr. ( ole saiil, of 
preventing Rudolf from voting the same 
and put him to exi>ense. This proposed 
move would also deprive him of the right 
to re<leem his imlel.tedness at any tiinc 
as t!ie contract allowed. 

Delmas denied that there wag any inten- 
tion to prevent Rudolf from voting the 
stock, and said a proxy was at his service 
if he desired it. 

Then testimony was called as to the 
alleged parole agreement. Charles S. 
Wheeler, one of the attorneys for C. A. 
Spreckels, and W. S. Goodfellow, attorney 
for the bank, thought that siicli an agree- 
ment might have been uiiderstond after 
the execution of the contract. But John 
F. Bigelow, vice-president, and I. W. Hell- 
man, president, of the Nevada Bank, John 
D. Spreckels, A. B. Spreckels and Samuel 
M. Shortridge, all of wfaom were called, 
were equally positive that no such agree- 
ment had been made, or that if it had been 
made, it was with the express qualification 
that it was dependent, on expediincv. 
"Tl»«rc should be no further transfers nii- 
less it should prove necessary," was the 
understanding. 

Then Attorney Cole argued on the law 
of the subject, and tbe case went over until 
this morning.

-V meeting of the Water Committee was 
held last evening, which began its session 
by deciding to postpone action es to pre- 
paring rates until another time, as one of 
the mecHbers— Mr. Hobbs— was absent 

M. M. Kellogg, attorney, and Oeorge 
E. Booker, bookkeef*' for tl»« Spring 
Valley Water Company, were present, 
and took a prominent part in the de- 
sultory discussion, not so much ot rates as 
of method, that took place. 

Supervisor TavlMf -.-lid that the business 
that the committee had to do was to brine 
the water rates into conformity with law — 
that is, make them uniform. He held that 
the sliding scale now is ioree was contrary 
to law aud if it wais taken to the Supreme 
Court would not be sustained. 

It was clearly class legislation and the 
DOor ratepayer got the worst of it. He was 
strongly in favor of a tmiform rate, and 
also of the meter system under which peo- 
ple paid for what they prot and no more. 

Supervisor l)imond also favored the uni- 
form rate. Messrs. Kellogg and Booker 
thought a uniform rate that would not be 
unjust to the water company would be 
prohibitory to the manufacturers who must 
use such large quantities. 

Then Mr. Taylor explained what he Ijas 
evidendy been studying out and holding 
in reserve for gome time. He thought 
the city at large should he made to pay at 
lea'^t half of the water bill, and then the 
uniform rate could be fixed so low that the 
poor man ocmld aJfoid to tiae all the water 
he wanted at a mnch lower cost than is 
charged now. 

As preliminary to this plan, which could 
not be established now, he favored raisinc 
the city hydrant rate to i'li, instead of 
$3 SO, as now. 

To do this, a tax lev/ of 20 cents wonld 
have; to l>e made, which would create a 
fund of $640,000. 

The objection offered by tlie repnaenta- 
tives of the water company to the plan of 
the citvas.suming the burden was that it 
now owes the water companv sums which 
the latter cannot collect, and they did no| 
want to increase the risk. With a special 
fund raised in this way. however, they ad- 
mitted that the objection would beovei^ 
conic. 

Dr. MoITatt, the distinguished mission- 
ary and father-in-law of Dr. Livingstone, 
once preai bed a lon;r sermon to a tribe in 
the interior of .\frica.

There were between 300 and 400 persons 
in the Chamber of Commerce rooms yes- 
t^day afternoon when Isaac Upham as- 
cended the platform and announced that 
the meeting had been called by the board 
of directors of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railway Company in order 
that the stockholder - of that organization 
might elect a board of trustees and pass 
'.upon the prepared pooling trust. He 
. slated that the first step necessary was to 
elect a chairman of the meeting, and a 
dozen voices at once shouted "Clans 
Spreckels!" The nomination went through 
■ With a rush, and as the popular president 
of the road took the r.isirum. the assem- 
t>Iai;e pave him a hearty round of applause. 

Mr. Spreckels' remarks were brief but 
pointed. 

"Gentlemen, I thank you kindly for this 
honor." said he, "and "in perfecting this 
temporarv organization the next thing in 
order is tlie selection of a secretary." 

■E. F. Preston, the attorney for the com- 
pany, was selected and took'a seat near the 
chairman. 

Charles Holbrook here made a sugges- 
tion tliat a committee on proxies be ap- 
pointed, so that it might be determined 
just who was entitled to vote, and this 
meeting with the sanction of tiie stock- 
holders, the chairman appointed Charles 
Holbrook, lyouis Sloss and O. D. Baldwin. 

Thomas Brown of the Bank of California 
stirred up a good deal of enthusiasm with 
but few words, 

"I would like to say at this juncture." 
said he. "that we received to-day a check 
for $50,000 as a donation from the Hi hernia 
Bank to the valley road, and X think it 
would be well the stock be issued in the 
name of some charitable institution to be 
designated bv the officers of the Hibernia ' 
Ba^." i 
. Alvinza Hayward suggested that the | 
trustees be authorized to make that dis- 
position of the stock, and this was readily 
agrceii to. I 

Chairman Spreckels then formallv stated ' 
.the object of the meeting in the following 
' woida: 

"This meeting has been called for the 

•purpose of adopting a form of pooling 
trust, which has been considered advisable 
in order to secure to the people of this 
'State a road whose fixed policy shall be to 
operate in the interest of the people so far 
•s it can legitimately do so. 

"The agreement has been prepared with 
great care, has tieen examined by several 
eminent lawyers and has received the 
approval of the committee of promoters. 
If this agreement is adopted in the form as 
proposed it then becomes necessary for 
you to choose who shall Ije your trustees; 
and this is tbe most important function 
that you will have to perform, as tbe trus- 
tees, by the terms of the agreement, con- 
trol the entire working detafis of the road. 
It is the trustees of the road who will select 
directors and who will control the entire 
enterprise. 

"Tne committee has selected nine 
names, all known to you, and who are gen- 
tlemen of such character and reputation 
that I feel they will meet with your ap- 
proval. 

"Tbe first order of business will be on the 
report of tbe committee upon tbe form of 
pooling trust." 

Secretary Preston then read the follow- 
ing report'from the committoe which was 
appointed to draft a form of the pooUne 
trust and also to nominate a bmrd <n 
trustees:

Gehtlemen : Your committee, to whom was 
referred the matter of preparing a form of

The vote on t!i.' .oo.ptic ii of the report 
was then proceeded with, the roll of stock- 
holders being called and each holder 
present voting aye. A number of stock- 
holders were represented by jiroxics, but 
of all the shares voted not one wus cast 
iipainst the adoption of the agreement as 
re.iii. 

The result showed that 19,443 shares had 

been voted nut of a total subscription of 
:;j !e<l shares, 17,241 only being retailed to 
make the election legal. 

Ex-United States Senator Williams here 
said that in order that there should be no 
coiuiilications arising out of the action of 
the meeting: he would move that the secre- 
tary be instructed to cast tiie vote of all the 
shares represented for the trustees named 
and for tne form of pooling agreement as 
read. 

This was unaniiiioiisly carried, and 
Chairman Spreckels then said: 

"Gentlemen, I now declare the trustees 
named elected and the form of pooling 
trust adopted as read by the secretary." 

Afteradopting aresofutioti that a printed 
copy of the proceedings be sent to each 
stockholder the meeting adjourned.

The proposition has been^received and 
acted npon in a manner that is gratifying. 

Signed pledges by shippers of all kinds 
of freights, and by the people who will he- 
come passengers, have come in by the 
hundreds daily, and each day the number 
incretises. The spirit of manly opposition 
to monopoly has lieen fully aroiiseil. 

The iilctises that have hem received by 
TiiK C.\T.T. thus far are jiositivc and to the 
point. They furnish the guaranty re- 
quested and also supply in n considerable 
degree the statistical data as to amount of 
freight that will be shipped by each signer 
in a year. Of course, these figures are ap- 
proximate, but they show that tbe com- 
peting road will not suffer for the want of 
btisiness. The Roll of Honor also indi- 
cates that the best and most trustworthy 
men of the different communities are 
heart and soul in this movement.

The Pan Joaquin Valley Railroad is to be a 
people's railroad. It is, therefore, proper that 
the people of the San Joaquin Valley and Santa 
Clara Valley should express their intentions fn 
regard to the manner in which they will sup- 
port it after It Is completed. The people living 
in the San Joaquin Valley, who feel that a 
change of conditions is necessary, who feel 
that a oompeting road would benefit them, 
ought to make definite expression as to what 
support thev will afford to the enterpri'^e which 
is calculated to brini; them relief. 

Looking in this direction, the Call has pre- 
pared and wilt distribute among the residents 
of the San Joaquin Val'ey and the Santa Clara 
Valley blank pledges, which, when properly 
made out and signed, signify that the signers 
will for five years give to the new road all the 
pujiport and encoursgement within their 
power. These pledges will be simply worded, 
and will contain only a stipulation (hat the 
persons signing them will patronize the new 
road, where the rates are as low as, or lower 
than, those of the old-established company. In 
order to secure necessary and valuable statis- 
tical information, there will be blank spaces, 
in which each person signing this contract 
will be requested to specify the number of tons 
shipped annually by him, and the average 
general cost of such shipments. 

The Call Intends to establish a roll of nonor, 
In which the names of those who sign such 
agreement will he published from time to time. 
It may happen that some dealers are in posi- 
tioua where publication of their intentions in 
this regard might bring them trouble. Itmay 
he that they fear retaliatory action from some 
quarter. In that event, upon request, the 
names would not be published, but would lie 
held sacredly private, the Information being 
furnished only to the responsible managers of 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road Company. After the road shall be com- 
pleted and no further occasion exists for keep- 
ing the names from the public, if so desired the 
f'AT.r. would print a second roll of honor, ac- 
cording to all who have pledged their support 
the credit that Is due to them. 
. While it may seem strange that such a pre- 
caution should he necessary In California, the 
existence of such a necessity is the strongest 
argument that can be used for the building of a 
new road and for every tme citizen to contrib- 
ute toward its support. 

Anions: the first to respond to the sug- 
gestion was P. H. Medley of >fodcsto. Fol- 
lowing is the text of his pledge : 

Modesto, March 29, 1895. 

To Charlet It. Shortridge, Editor end Proprie- 
tor of the San FraneUeo "CWr'— Sib: For the 
purpose of glvlnf: not only moral but substan- 
tial aid to the San Francisco and San Joaquin 
Valley Ra'lroail, 1 hereby agree, rates and fa- 
cilities being equal, to patronize and forward 
over the said road all freight I may bave for 
transportation. 

And further agree that I will give to the said 
road the right of way through any lands that I 
am possessed of, and also will give the afore- 
said road tbe necessary ground for depot on my 
land adjoining the city of HOdeato, county of 
Stanislaus. P. H. Hkdlbt. 

This is indicative of the spirit of enthu- 
siasm that has pervaded the valley dis- 
tances in all directions. It bums from the 
upper bay country to the far-away orchards 
of the south coast. The roll of honor has 
fairly started in its growth. Herewith is 
given the first page of it— a golden page in 
the volume that is bound in good faith 
and which will be preserved for reference 
liy all good people. It will be remembered 
that the agreed to not publish the 

names of signers who marked their pledges 
"confidential." This agreement will be 
kept sacred throughout the campaign and 
afterward unless the seal of silence is with- 
drawn by the signers. There are hundreds 
of these confidential pledges now in the 
possession of the proprietor of the Cam,. 
They will he used only for the legitimate 
purpose for which thej; were ihtended at 
the outset. Following is the roll of honor

Under the head of San Francisco it wonid 
appear that Harry 8. Halone and John 
Kenny stand rather lonely as pledgers of 
undivided support to tbe people's road, 
but such is by no means the case. There 
are at hand a large number of pledges 
from San Francisco business men, but for 
reasons best known to the signers they are 
marked with the prohibitory word "con-' 
lideiitial." Hundreds of other pledges 
from the cities and towns already listed, 
and from many others, are in hand, but as 
the signers have indicated that they do 
not want their names published they can- 
not appear on the lists. 

Yisalia wants the valley nwd and wants 
it very much. The Board of Trade of that 
thriving city met last Wednesday and 
adopted definite measures for securing tbe 
road. A committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a proposition to the valley road mana- 
gers and have the same properly pre- 
sented.

Railroad Company, the necessary right of way 
for its road from the northern boundary line 
of .Tnlare County to and through the city 
of Visalia to the southern boundary line of 
said county of Tulare, together with ample 
grounaa for depot purposes in said city oi 
Visalia, all free of cost to said railroad com- 
pany; and that we will subscribe to tbe capital 
stock of said railroad corporation to the amount 
of $33,000 (which subscription has already 
been obtained).

EVILS OF jJREAT CIR 

The Vice of Our Day Does Not 
Equal That of Ancient 
Rome.

At the Temple Emann-EI last night Dr. 
.Tacob Voorsanger delivered a lecture on 
"The Evils of a Great City." 

The reverend gentleman said that he 
would have liked to treat the subject in 
two or three lectures, as it was really too 
great a subject to b« dealt of in one. Vt\- 
fortunately, however, the winter Friday 
evening lecture season is rapidly drawing 
to a close, and he feared it would be im- 
practicable to do so. 

"There are times,'' said Dr. Voorsanger, 
"when there comes a sudden outcry that 
everything is going wrong; that all is go- 
ing to ruin on account of prevalent wick- 
edness. Sr.rli (ieiiuncisitions rest mainly 
upon a misconception of what evil is. A 
saying once existed among the ancients 
that on tbe sixth day God created evil 
spirits. The meaning of this allegorical 
e.vpression is that simultaneously with the 
birth of humanity good and evil came 
into tbe world in order to give man an 
opportunity to display his free will and to 
exhibit the possibility of controlling the 
evil propensity. 

"It is as impossible to conceive good 
without evil as it is to conceive one ex- 
treme of anything without the other. We 
must have the two opposites. We cannot 
recognize perfect good witliout knowing 
what constitutes perfect evil. Neither can 
we recognise perfect viittie without the 
opposite." 

Dr. Voorsanger made comparisons be- 
tween the prophet of old and the reformer 
of the present day — the one who attacked 
a wrong in the public highway and the 
present-day reformer who resorts to mass- 
meetings. The rabbi maintained that the 
evils of a great city in former times were 
much greater, than they are at the present 
day. The gladiatorial scenes of ancient 
Rome, to witness which went the youth 
and beauty of that great city, were a dis- 
grace to its civilization. The evils of the 
early courts of England were also touched 
upon, and it was aaid that at the time of 
tbe great plague of London during the 
reign of Charles II th s horrible visita- 
tion was a judgment from heaven upon 
the high-born citizens of London for their 
sinfulness. 

It was announced that the pulpit of tM 
Emanti-Bl coneregation will be occupied 
next weekby a prufes.sor of the University 
of California, who n^Ul deliver a lecture on 
"Ileinrich Heine." 

Divine services will be held in the Temple 
Eiuanu-EI on Monday evening, the first 
ni^ht uf I'assover, at ,">:30 o'clock, and on 
Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock, when Dr. 
Voorsanger will deliver the sermon. 

At the Taylor-street synagogue the usual 
Friday cveti'ing lecture was delivered by 
Dr. Jacob Nieto. Divine services will be 
held iu this synagogue duriug the feast of 
Passover at 5 P. M. on Monday and 10 A. M. 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. This congre- 
gation being orthodox in its tendencies 
observes the first two and last two days of 
the festival, as does also the Beth-Israel 
Temple on Geary street.
